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EAILWAY CLEARING HOUSE. 



REGULATIONS. 



AAnitesloii, IFltliara^vral, anA Expul- 
sion of Companies. 

1. The application of a Company to be admitted a party 
to the Clearing System must be sealed with its Common Seal. 

2. The notice of a Company desiring to withdraw from 
the Clearing System must be sealed with its Common Seal. 

3. The Committee have the power of giving notice to any 
Company, that it shall cease to be a party to the Clearing 
System, in one month from the date of such notice ; but the 
Meeting at which the resolution to give notice is adopted 
must be specially called for the purpose, and two-thirds of the 
members present must concur in it. 



Clearlngr House Committee. 

4. Each Company party to the Clearing System is entitled 
to be represented in the Committee by one Delegate. 

5. The appointment of a Delegate must be certified to the 
Secretary of the Clearing House, by the Secretary, or any 
two Directors, of the Company the Delegate represents. 

6. Ten Delegates form a quorum. 

7. The Meetings of the Committee are held quarterly, on 



the Second Wednesday in the Months of March, June, 
September, and December, and at such other times as the 
Chahinan, or any two Delegates may appoint. 

8. Notice of the business to be brought forward must be 
given to the Delegates six days, at least, before the Meeting 
of the Committee takes place. 

9. The Reports from Sub-Committees, or other bodies, to 
whom any question may be referred, either for information 
or investigation, are circulated among the Companies fourteen 
days before the meeting of the Clearing House Committee at 
which such Reports are to be presented for deliberation or 
decision. 



Treasurer. 

10. The money due from the Companies is paid by them 
direct to an account kept at the Bankers of the Clearing 
House in the name of the Treasurer, to whom the Transfer 
Notes directing the payment of money to the Credit of any 
Company must be addressed, and on whom the Cheques 
drawn by the Officers of the Railway Clearing House must 
be drawn. 

11 . At each of the Quarterly Meetings of the Committee, a 
sum equal to one quarter's cost of maintaining the Clearing 
House is transferred to the Expenses Account, and the Officers 
of the Clearing House are not permitted in any one month 
to draw Cheques for more than one -third of the sum so 
transferred. The Cheques are signed by two members of 
the Superintending Committee, and countersigned by the 
Secretary. 

12. The Bankers of the Clearing House are supplied with 
the names of the Companies parties to the Clearing System,

and of the Banking Houses to whom the Clearing House is 
authorised to pay money on account of these Companies 
respectively, and are instructed to make no payment to any 
Railway Company not included in the list, or to any other 
than the recognised Agent of such Company. Payments on 
account of Balances are made as soon as suflBicient money to 
transfer is paid into the Bank by the Companies debtors to the 
Clearing House, each creditor of the Clearing House receiving 
a rateable share of the whole amount paid, according to the 
sum standing to its credit in the Clearing House ledgers. 



Commlssloii on Balances. 

13. Companies by whom Balances are due to the Railway 
Clearing House, on account of Goods TraflSc, are allowed a 
Commission of one quarter per cent, on such Balances. 



Interest on Balances. 

14. Interest at the rate of seven per cent, per annum is 
charged on Balances owing to the Railway Clearing House, if 
not paid within twenty-three days of the date of the letter 
advising the Company that the Balance is due; except in the 
case of the Balances of the Coaching TraflSc Accounts, which 
are due five days after the date of advice, 

15. All Balances are paid as declared and advised, and any 
errors which may be in them are corrected in a subsequent 
account. 



BlTlslon of Expenses. 

16. The Establishment is, for the purpose of dividing the 
cost of maintaining it among the Companies, arranged in the 
following Departments — viz., the "General," the "Mileage," 
and the " Traffic ^^ Departments. 
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17. The Expenses of the General Department are distri- 
buted over the other two departments in the ratio of the 
number of Clerks in each. 

18. The Expenses of the London Branch of the Mileage 
Department are debited to the respective Companies in shares 
proportionate to the number of entries at the credit of each in 
the accounts. The Expenses of maintaining the Numbermen 
stationed at Junctions are kept separate for each Junction, 
and af'e divided among the Companies in the ratio of the 
number of their vehicles and sheets which the Numbermen 
have recorded as having passed such Junction in the course of 
the Half-year. 

19. In the Traffic Department, arrangements are made to 
ascertain the cost of settlement as measured by the time 
occupied on the accounts ; first, for each couple of Companies, . 
where two only are concerned; second, for each group of 
Companies, where more than two Companies are concerned ; 
and, third, for each association of Companies under Agree- 
ment. The Division of the ordinary expenses of each couple^ 
of each group, and of each association of Companies, is then 
borne rateably by the Companies composing it, in proportion 
to their receipts in each case, and the extra expense incurred 
in settling Traffic under Special Agreements is borne by the 
Companies requiring such special returns. 



INtIsIoii of Becelpts« 

20. The Ordinary Through Passengers^ Fare is the sum of 
the Local Fares, and, in the division of receipts, each^Company 
receives its full Local Fare. 



21. A Special Passengers' Fare* may be either more or less 
than the sum of the Local Fares, and is divided according to 
mileage, or in fixed proportions, as may be agreed upon by 
the Companies concerned. 

22. An Excess Fare, or that paid by a Passenger who is 
found without a Ticket, is divided, according to circumstances, 
either as an Ordinary on a Special Fare. 

23. Excess Fares taken at any Station in respect of Through 
Traffic, must be returned to the Railway Clearing House for 
division, in the same way that the Traffic itself is returned for 
division. — {Gen. Man. Min.y Augtist, 1858.) 

24. All charges for Excess Luggage shall be prepaid, and 
the amount entered upon a Way Bill which must accompany 
the Train, in order that all the Companies concerned may 
participate in the receipts. — {Gen. Man. Min., August, 1858.) 

26. The Ordinary and Special Rates charged for the con- 
veyance of Private Carriages, Horses, and Dogs, are fixed and 
divided on the same principle as the Fares of Passengers. 

26. The Receipts of the Traffic in Goods, Live Stock, and 
Small Parcels, are divided by Mileage, unless there be an 
agreement fixing any other principle of division, in which 
case the Receipts are divided in terms of such agreement, and 
in dividing the Receipts of Goods Traffic the Invoice rules 
the distance. — (Goods Man. Min., December, 1858.) 

27. Goods are invoiced through at two Rates only — Station 
to Station Rates, and Rates including Cartage. In the first 
case, neither Company is entitled to the allowance for Cartage : 
in the second case, both Companies receive the allowance, 
whether the work of carting be performed by them or nat, 
except in such cases as are specially provided for. 
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28. All Pontages, and other special charges recognized by 
the Clearing House Committee, are allowed to the Companies 
in the division of Receipts. 

29. Receivmg Companies are bound to collect all moderate 
charges for Sea or other Freight entered as " Paid 0ns," and 
the Companies concerned in the Traffic axe liable to share in 
the event of loss. — {Goods Man. Min,<, December ^ 1857.) 

30. In cases of Boatage and Lighterage, a separate Return 
must be made to the Clearing House, as is now done with 
respect to Claims, and they are dealt with in the same way, 
except in instances where these items are dealt with as " Paid 
0ns to Pay."— {Goods Man. Min., July, 1856.) 

31. When Terminal Expenses are allowed, they are 
deducted from the Gross Receipts, and the remainder of the 
Receipts only are divided by Mileage. 

32. The Preridums of Insurance charged for Through 
Traffic, in pursuance of Mr. Cardwell's Act, must, in all 
cases, be returned to the Clearing House, to be divided by 
Mileage among the Companies concerned. 

Note. — ^Resolved — Thati this Conference entirely concurs in the resolution 
of the Superintendents, adopted at their Meeting of the 23rd January, in 
reference to the deviation on the part of some Companies from the principle 
regulating the Through Booking of Passengers, which had been laid down at 
the Establishment of the Bailway Clearing House ; and that the Secretary 
be instructed to urge those Companies who had infringed that principle to 
discontinue at once so irregular and dangerous a practice as the issue of 
Paper Tickets having the same series of consecutive numbers for a variety of 
Fares.^ Gen. Man, Min., February, 1858.) 



Distances* 

33. The Clearing House has hitherto accepted as correct 
the Distance Tables supphed by the Companies; but when 
Ihe Clearing House Committee take steps to test the correct- 



ness of the Tables, the measurements approved by them rule 
in every doubtful case. 

Classlflcatlon ana Bates. 

34. The Rates charged for Through Goods are fixed with 
reference to a uniform Classification, sanctioned by the 
Clearing House Committee, and approved and adopted by 
all the Companies parties to the Clearing System. 

35. All notices for alterations in, or additions to, the 
GreneraJ Classification, must be brought under the notice of 
the Goods Managers, and may be considered at each meeting, 
but alterations shall not come into operation until the 1st 
January of the ensuing year. — {Goods Man. Min.y Aprils 
1861.) 

36. Any two or more Companies are at liberty to remove 
from one class to another, with consent of the Railway 
Companies afiected thereby, any description of Traflic, when- 
ever such an alteration is found necessary for their common 
interests. 

N.B. — It is not competent, without consent^ for any Company to cwivert a 
Carted Rate into a Station to Station Bate, by deducting an amount for Cartage; 
but all Goods should be invoiced at the rates which have been agreed to. — 
{Goods Man, Min., April, 1863.) 

37. When Companies agree to make through Rates with 
one another, no such Rates can be fixed except by consent of 
all the parties concerned in the Traffic to which the Rates 
refer ; and it is competent for an intermediate Company to 
demand its full Local Rates in cases in which Through Rates 
are fixed without its consent. ^ 

38. The Terminal Company quoting a Through Rate is 
bound to obtain the consent of the other Terminal, and all the 
intermediate Companies ; and, if this be not done, the In- 
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voicing Company shall be held bound to pay all the claims 
which may arise under the Clearing House R^ulations for 
making Through Rates. — {Gen. Man. Min,, February ^ 1859.) 

39. When Passengers or Goods booked or invoiced by one 
route are purely in error conveyed by another, the Companies 
conveying the TraflSc are entitled to the Receipts ; all parties 
interested in the Receipts being advised of the error by the 
Clearing House. 

40. Tickets for which Express Fares are charged have the 
word " Express" legibly printed on them ; and Tickets not 
having the word "Express" so printed on them, are con- 
sidered to be Ordinary Tickets, and dealt with as such. — 
{Superintendents' Min., Nov., 1 859.)

42. Stereotype casts, used in printmg newspapers, are 
conveyed by Passenger Trains (Station to Station) at half the 
usual parcels rates^ with a minimum charge of 8d. per parcel, 
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provided the senders sign a declaration absolving the Companies 
firom liability in respect of damage, detention, or over-carriage. 
— {Superintendents Min., April, 1862.) 

43. The charges for the conveyance of Returned Empty 
Packages by Passenger Trains are as under, viz. : — 

Not exceeding 50 miles 4d. each package. 

Above 50 and not exceeding 150 miles 6d.' „ „ 

» 150 „ „ 250 „ 9d. „ 

Any distance above 250 „ Is. „ „ 

(Superintendents' Min., October, 1862. j 

44. Private carriages in covered trucks are charged 6s. 
extra for distances not exceeding 60 miles, and 10s. extra 
for distances exceeding 60 miles. — {Superintendents* Min. 
October, 1862.) 

45. Private Vans, loaded with Plate Glass, are charged 
Is. per mile, at Owner's risk. — (Superintendents* Min., Jan., 
1861.) 

46. Contracts for the Conveyance of Single Newspapers, 
are to date from the 1st January in each year for annual con- 
tracts, and those for a shorter period than a year are to date 
either from the 1st January, 1st April, 1st July, or 1st October, 
according to circumstances. Part of a quarter to be deemed 
and charged for as an entire quarter, and no less charge to 
be ijoiade than for a quarter. — {Superintendents* Min,, July, 
1861.) 

47. Bulls, as a rule, are only conveyed by Cattle and Goods 
Trains,^ but when taken by Passenger Trains under Special 
Agreement, they must be put in a horse box, and charged as 
one horse for every stall occupied. — {Superintendents* Min., 
April, 1862.) 

48. Military bands may be conveyed at a single fare 
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the double journey, according to the class travelled. The 
maximum time allowed for the double journey to be four 
days. Sunday to be considered a dies non. — {Superintendents' 
Min.f January, 1863.) 

49. For the use of a Family Carriage for through traflBc, 
fares equivalent to 4 first and 4 second class are to be charged, 
and for Invahd Carriages 4 first class is to be the minimum 
charge. If the numbers exceed these, Tickets are to be taken 
for the whole number travelling. — {Superintendents* Min., 
April, 1863.) 

60. The rates for the conveyance of Boats by Passenger 
Trains are to be according to the number of Trucks or 
Carriages required for the safe transit of such Boats, viz. : — 

If one Truck or Carriage is required specially, the 
charge must be as for one Private Carriage. 

If two Trucks are required, as for IJ Private 
Carriages. 

If three Trucks are required, as for 2 Private 
Carriages. 

In cases where the crew (not less than 4 in number) 
travel with the Boat, the charge for conveyance of the 
latter is to be reduced one-half; in both cases by special 
agreement, at owner's risk. — {Superintendents* Min., 
Aprily 1863.) 

61. Commercial Travellers' Vans by Passenger Trains are 
to be charged 6d. per mile up to 30 cwt., and 9d. per mile 
above, limiting the weight to 50 cwt., with a minimum charge 
of 7s. 6A.— {Superintendents' Min., Oct., 1863.) 

62. Caravans, Showmen's or Hawker's, by Passenger 
Trains are to be charged 9d. per mile for the first ton, and 3d. 
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per mile for each additional ton (at owner's risk). Minimum 
charge^ 10s. — {Sfuperintendents* Min., Oct., 1863.) 

Note. — The Caledonian Company decline to convey Showmen's or 
Hawkers Vans by Passenger T}rains, 

63. Furniture Vans are not to be conveyed by Passenger 
Trains. — {Superintendents* Min., Oct,, 1863.) 

64. Commercial Travellers* and Ordinary Passengers' 
Luggage, in bulk, and all heavy Luggage conveyed on 
Carriage Trucks by Passenger Trains, to be charged 6d. per 
mile for the first 30 cwt., and 3d. per ton per mile additional. 
Minimum charge, 7s. 6d. For all distances above 350 miles, 
the charge to be 6d. per Truck per mile, the weight not to 
exceed 50 cwt. — {Superintendents' Min.^ Oct., 1863.) 

55. When two Private Carriages belonging to the same 
Owner can be loaded on one Truck they are to be charged 
at one fare and a third (at the Sender's or Owner's risk.) — 
{Superintendents* Min., October, 1863.) 

56. Volunteers conveyed by ordinary Trains at a single 
fiire for the double journey are to have the privilege of 
returning on the second day. — {Superintendents' Min., April, 
1863.) 

57. The charge for the conveyance of Horses of Volunteer 
Officers attending reviews, &c., is to be one single fare for 
the double journey by ordinary Trains, with the privilege of 
retmning on the second day. — {Superintendents* Min.y April 
1863.) 

68. Volunteers in Uniform attending meetings for rifle 
eompetition are allowed to travel at one fere there and back, 
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aeoording to the class of carriage in which they trayel; the 
tickets to be available from the day prior to the meeting to 
the day succeeding its close, both inclusive. — {Superin- 
tendents'' Min.y October J 1863.) 
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Termtnal Alloirant^s. 

69 (48 Ed. of 1863). An allowance at the rate of 8s. 6d. 
per ton in London, and 4s. per ton in the Country, is made for 
the Terminal Expenses on Goods TraflBic when Carted ; and 
Is. 6d. per ton both in London and in the Country, when not 
Carted. 

In the division of London Goods TraflBic invoiced at 
carted rates to, or from, or through the following places, 
London terminals, and mileage to those places, are allowed 
the London Companies.- 

The allowance to cover cartage and tolls to London 
local lines.

King's Cross. 

St. Pancras. 

Brick Lane. 

Paddington. 

Nine Elms. — 
{Gen. Man., Min., February , 1863.) 

NoTB — The Companies carrying Goods to or from Hajdon Square, Boyal 
Mint Street, Victoria Docks, Poplar, or Blackwall, via the North London 
Kailwaj, shall he allowed a Terminal of 48. per ton on all Station to Station 
Goods at those places, but only the Mileage to Camden, King's Cross, or St. 
Pancras Stations, as the case may be, on the express understanding, however, 
that the additional 2s. 6d. thus allowed shall in every case be added to the rates 
ordinarily charged to Camden, King's Cross, or St Pancras. — (Gen, Man, 
Min,f February, 1861, and February, 1863.) 

60 (49 Ed. of 1863). When Goods in the Special Glass, 
weighing less than two tons are invoiced at the two tons rate^ 
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terminal expenses are allowed as for two tons. — (Goads Man. 
Min., April, 1862.) 

61 (50 Ed. of 1863). An allowance of Is. per waggon is 
made for 'the Terminal Expenses on Live Stock TraflSc, both 
for Single and Double Waggons, whether they contain a full 
load, or only half a load. — (Goods Man. Min., October , 1860.) 

62 (61 Ed. of 1863). An allowance of Twopence is made 
for the delivery of each Parcel, and one Penny for Collection. 

NoTB. — ^Terminals are not allowed upon Single Newspapers carried by 
Qontract. — (Sup. Min., July, 1862.^ 

63 (62 Ed. of 1 863). An allowance of One Penny per cwt. 
is made for Terminal Expenses of the Traffic in Fish conveyed 
by Special and Passenger Trains, and not Carted. The same 
Terminal Allowance is made for Butter, Fruit, Eggs, and 
Poultry, in quantities not less than two cwt. 

64 (53 Ed. of 1863). A terminal allowance of 9d. per ton 
is made for all Articles of the Mineral Class of the General 
Classification of Goods — Coals and Coke excepted ; but as 
quantities of less than 4 Tons of such Articles are carried at 
Special Class Rates, the Special Class Terminal, viz.. Is. 6d., 
is in all such cases allowed. — {Goods Man. Min,, January, 
1860). 

Note. — ^The Companies carrying Traffic to or from Hajdon Square, Royal 
Mint Street, Victoria Docks, Poplar, or Blackwall, via the North London 
Bailway, shall be allowed a terminal of 2s. 6d. per ton on all Mineral Traffic at 
those places, but only the mileage to Camden, King's Cross, or St. Fancras 
Stations, as the case may be, on the express understanding, however, that the 
additional Is. 9d. thus allowed shaU in every case be added to the Kates 
ordinarily charged to Camden, King's Cross, or St. Pancras.— (Gen. Man. 
Mm.j August, 1861, and Februari/j 1863.) 

66 (64 Ed. of 1863). The Articles referred to in Rule No, 
64 are, as respects weight and quantity, conyeyed at the 
owner's risk ; and, if practicable, an engagement to that efiect

is obtained by the Companies, as also, that the Waggon shall 
be unloaded within twenty-four hours of its arrival, or, failing 
this, be liable to demurrage. 

66 (66 Ed. of 1863). AU Through Bates at or below 10s. 
per ton, in wjiich three or more Companies are interested, are 
treated as Station to Station Bates, and returned to the 
Clearing House accordingly. This Bule applies to Empties 
when charged for. 

67 (66 Ed. of 1863). When the gross amount of a Clear- 
ing House Settlement does not exceed the amount allowed for 
Cartage, the division shall be made as if the Goods had been 
invoiced at Station to Station Bates. 

68 (67 Ed. of 1863). All Traffic invoiced at 3s. per ton, 
or under, must be entered in the Gearing House Abstracts as 
Minerals. — {Goods Man. Min,, January^ 1867.) 

69 (68 Ed. of 1863). When several separate Parcels are 
sent from one Consignor to one Consignee, Terminals are 
allowed upon the number of Parcels sent. — (Superintendents* 
Min., July, 1861.) 



Free Empties. 

70 (59 Ed. of 1863). Free Empties are carried Station to 
Station only, unless, under special circumstances, the Com- 
panies interested agree to allow Cartages. 



CredU and Bad Delits. 

71 (60 Ed. of 1863). Companies may give credit to parties 
in whom they have confidence for one month. 
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72 (61 Ed. of 1863). Terminal Companies are liable for 
Bad Debts incurred by them on Through Traffic, if due dili- 
gence be not used in obtaining payment, or if notifee of the 
Bad Debt, with a copy of the account against the party, be 
not sent to the Clearing House within two months after such 
payment became due. Upon receipt of such* notice and 
account the Clearing House shall immediately communicate 
the same to all the Companies concerned. — [Goods Man. Min., 
July, 1861.) 

73 (62 Ed. of 1863). Losses arising from Bad Debts are 
divided among all the Companies interested in the Traffic, 
whether invoiced through or locally, according to the share 
of the proceeds they may have received, including Terminal 
Expenses ; the Companies themselves providing the Clearing 
House with the data for apportioning the loss. — {Gen. Man. 
Min,y June, 1854, and Goods Man. Min., July, 1862.) 

74 (63 Ed. of 1863). Bad debts, their joint liability for 
which the Companies have recognised, are divided as soon 
as the assent of all the interested parties has been obtained ; 
and in those cases in which the debtors are bankrupt, it is 
the duty of the Company making the bad debt to furnish the 
Gearing House with the names of the bankrupts, and all 
other particulars which may be necessary to enable it to pro- 
tect all the Companies entitled to participate in dividends* 
{Gen. Man. Min., February, 1868). This rule applies to all 
returns of bad debts sent to the Clearing House on and after 
1st April, 1858.— (Ge/i. Man. Min., May, 1868.) 

75. (64 Ed. of 1863). All disputes arising out of the fore- 
going regulations affecting bad debts, are referred to the 
Goods Claims^ Arbitration Committee, whose decision is final. 
—(Gen. Man. Min., Feb. 1862.) 
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lioss or Damagre of Ooods* 

76 (65 Ed. of 1863). In every case of Loss or Damage of 
Goods, which has not been reported by the Receiving Com- 
pany within twenty-four hours after it has been ascertained, 

the liability rests exclusively with the Company faiUng to 
report. 

77 (66 Ed. of 1863). All admitted Claims for Loss or^ 
Damage of Goods are borne by the Company in whose charge 
the Goods were when the loss or damage occurred. But in 
all cases where the question of liability is doubtfiil, the com- 
pensation paid is divided among the Companies whose lines 
intervene between the place of loading, and the place where 
the loss or damage was sustained or discovered. 

78 (67 Ed. of 1863). A list of Amounts paid in compen- 
sation for Losses, Damages, or Delays of Goods or Parcels 
Traffic must be made weekly io the Clearing House, a copy 
of which list, containing foil details of the items, must be 
sent by the Secretary of that office to each Company concerned. 
This list must include all claims relating to Through Traffic, 
whether invoiced locally or through, as is more fully explained 
in the rule which provides for the appointment of the Claims* 
Arbitration Committee. The Clearing House does not, unless 
it receives the assent of all the Companies interested, take 
these sums to account until one clear month has elapsed from 
the day on which they were sent to the Companies for 
approval. Should any item be objected to within the month 
thus given, the point is referred by the Clearing House to 
the Claims' Arbitration Committee, whose decision is final. — 
{Goods Man. Min,, July, 1867.) 

79 (68 Ed. of 1863). The Railway Clearing House is 
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authorised not to divide Overcharges unless the sum amounts 
to One Shilling; but that amount may consist of several items 
under a shilling, provided they all relate to the accounts of 
one month between the same two stations. — [Gen. Man. Min,^ 
May and Avgust, 1869, and C. H. Com. Min., June, 1862.) 

Note. — This rule is to take effect only as regards traffic carried by the 
Companies after 1st April, 1858— (Ge». Man. Min., May, 1858) — and it is 
not intended by it that discrepancies of less than a shilling should not be re- 
ported by the Station Clerks to their respective Audit Offices.-^ Gen. Man. 
Min., February, 1858, and May, 1858.) 

80 (69 Ed. of 1863). All Overcharges must be certified by 
the Goods Managers of the Two Terminal Companies, and 
sent to the Clearing House, which is authorised to take them 
to account (without prejudice to the intermediate Companies) 
as soon as they are received ; copies of them must be sent by 
the Clearing House to the intermediate Companies; and if 
any of such Companies refuse to participate, the Clearing 
House is empowered to refer the disputed item or items to 
the Claims' Arbitration Committee, whose decision is final : 
and if any Terminal Company refuses to sign an Overcharge 
Sheet, the other Terminal Company concerned is empowered 
to refer the disputed item or items to the same Committee, 
whose decision in such cases is also final.

81 (70 Ed. of 1863). The statement of Overchai-ges should 
include no entries but those which result from the correction or 
alteration of Invoices, and any other amounts, such as special 
cartages, commissions, &c., &c., which have to be divided 
among two or more Companies, must be returned separately 
by the Companies to the Clearing House, and must, before 
division, be submitted for the approval of any of the Companies 
interested, who may not have certified them. — (Goods Man. 
Min., April, 1859, and C. H. Com. Min., June, 1862.)

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82 (71 Ed. of 1863). Instead of dealing with Undercharges 
by underchaxge sheet, as heretofore, the Receiving Station, on 
discovering the Undercharge is, immediately on discovering 
it, whether in weight, in rate, in calculation, or addition, to 
request the sending Station to make out an additional invoice, 
"Paid" or "To Pay," as the case maybe. Such Under- 
charge invoice is not to contain any entries of other goods, it 
must give reference to the original invoice, and must contain 
no entry of weight except when the weight was understated in 
the original invoice^ in which case the difference b^etween the 
weight originally entered and the actual weight must appear 
in the weight column of the Undercharge invoice. The cor-

83 (72 Ed. of 1863). Sums paid in compensation for Losses, 
Damages, or Delays, are divided among the Companies inter- 
ested in the Traffic, according to the share of the proceeds, 
including Terminal Expenses, which they may have received; 
bat should the amount of compensation exceed the gross 
receipts^ the excess is divided according to mileage ; or, the 
whole sum is divided in any other way agreed to by all the 
Companies interested, or in accordance with the award of the 
Arbitration Committee. — {Goods Man, Min,, July, 1857.) 

Note. — This Knle also applies to Traffic divided under Special Agreement 
between two or more routes, unless otherwise agreed between the parties in- 
terested. — {Gen, Man. Min., February, 1862.) 

84 (73 Ed. of 1863). In the division of sums paid in com 
pensation for loss or damage, under Rule 83, when the 
amount paid is divided within limits less than those between 
which the Goods were invoiced, the Mileage and Terminals 
received for the distance over which the lost goods could not 
have been conveyed are to be deducted from the amount of the 
claim. — [Gen, Man. Min., Nov., 1857.) 

85 (74 Ed. of 1863) . The Clearing Hou&e is empowered to 
make a Settlement of all Claims decided by the Claims' 
Arbitration Committee, after its Minutes have been confirmed 
at a subsequent Meeting. The settlement is made on a 
separate Sheet, whereon special reference is inserted to the

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Minutes of the Claims' Arbitration Committee. — {Goods Man. 
Min., March, 1856.) 

86 (76 Ed. of 1863). In the case of Transhipped Goods, 
the compensation for loss or damage is borne by the Com- 
panies whose lines intervene between the points at which the 
Goods were last seen uninjured in the waggons, and the point 
at which the loss or damage happened, or was first discovered 
and reported. 

87 (76 Ed. of 1863). The Beceipts given at Junctions for 
Goods Waggons, whether worded in such a way as legally to 
exonerate the Sending Company or not, shall be considered to 
refer to the receipt of a waggon said by sending Company to 
contain certain Goods. — {Goods Man. Min., Aprils 1857.) 

88 (77 Ed. of 1863.) In cases of loss or damage to Goods, 
it is the duty of the receiving Station to advise the Station at 
which such Goods were last transhipped, as well as the Station 
from whence they were invoiced. — {Goods Man. Min., April, 
1868.) 

89 (78 Ed. of 1863). In cases of Goods being missing, it is 
the duty of the forwarding Station, whether transhipping or 
original, to issue circulars to all Stations, up to the Terminal 
or Transhipping Station at which the loss was discovered. — 
{Goods Man. Min., April, 1868.)

90 (79 Ed. of 1863). A Committee of General Managers 
is appointed, whbse duty it is to arbitrate on Claims for 
Damages done to Rolling Stodt while in the possession of a 
Foreign Company. Its powers extend only to claims arising

the damage done does not exceed £500. — {Gen. Man. Min., 
Feb., Aug., and Nov., 1868, and Feb., 1862.

91 (80 Ed. of 1863). A Committee of Goods Managers is 
appointed to decide cases of disputed liability which relate to 
the Goods Traffic, and in which the amount at issue is small. 
Their powers extend to the decision of claims not exceeding 
£200 in value, arising upon Goods TraflSc passing over more 
than one Railway, whether invoiced locally or through, and 
however frequently re-invoioed during the journey. — [Goods 
Man. Min,, July, 1867, and Gen. Man. Min., Feb., 1858.) 

92 (81 Ed. of 1863). The Claims' Arbitration Committee 
has power to deal with Claims arising from loss or damage 
on Through Goods invoiced locally, and Bad Debts. Bui 
Claims and Bad Debts arising on Traflfic not settled by the 
Clearing House can only be brought before the Arbitration 
Committee by consent of all the parties concerned. — {Goods 
Man. Min., June, 1868, and Gen. Man. Min., Feb., 1862.) 

93 (82 Ed, of 1863). When claims sent to the Railway 
Clearing House in pursuance of Rule 78, are objected to by 
any of the parties interested, and the Company returning the 
Claim is applied to for information, such information shall oe 
drawn up in terms of Rule 30 (of the Rules for the guidance of 
the Claims' Committee, see Appendix, page 68), in order that 
the Claim may be in form, in case a reference to the Arbitra- 
tion Committee may be necessary. — {Goods Man. Min., June, 
1858.) 

94 (83 Ed. of 1863). A Committee of Coaching Superin- 
tendents is also appointed for performing a similar duty with 
reference to matters relating to the Coaching Traffic.

95 (84 Ed. of 1 863). The division of the Receipts from all 
descriptions of TraflSe is made monthly, except in the case of 
Parcels TraflBc. 

96. The division of the Receipts of all Parcels Traffic, 
whether over or under a £, is made quarterly, the quarter's 
Accounts ending in February, May, August, and November, 
respectively ; and in addition to the quarterly Account, there 
is sent to the Companies by the Clearing House, a monthly 
return of their Station debits, distinguishing the " Paid on," 
" Paid," and " To Pay'' amounts.— (C. H. Com. Min., March, 
1863). 

97 (85 Ed. of 1863). The Accounts of the Goods, Parcels, 
and Live Stock Traffic, in which two Companies only are 
concerned, and of which they have returns from their own 
Stations, are rendered without the self-check of the Clearing 
House. 

98 (86 Ed. of 1863). The receipts arising from Mineral 
Traffic are divided along with the receipts of other Goods

Overcharges^ Allowances, Claims, 
and Corrections of Errors are divided once in three months. 
Outstanding Invoices are divided monthly as they are cleared. 
— (G. H. Com. Min., June, 1863). 

102 (90 Ed. of 1863). The Clearing House furnishes each 
Company, quarterly, with a return of the numbers of any 
Carriages, Waggons, or Sheets that may not have been traced 
home. 

103 (91 Ed. of 1863). The Clearing House is authorised 
to destroy all accounts seven years, and the. Station Returns 
four years, after date. — (C H. Com. Min., June, 1862.) 

104 (92 Ed. of 1863). Companies have the right to 
examine Invoices or other Documents relating to Through 
Traffic in which they have an interest, at the places at which 
such documents may be kept. 

105 (93 Ed. of 1863). The Clearing House is also 
authorised to make, on the representations of any one Com- 
pany, such further investigation by its own Staff as may, from 
time to time, be required. — (Gen. Man. Min., Aug., 1855.) 

106 (94 Ed. of 1863). Six months only from the date of 
the Account being rendered by the Clearing House are allowed 
to Companies for pointing out errors, but with the right of 
appeal to the Clearii^ House Committee, who may, upon 
Companies giving reasonable proof of their inability to detect 
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errors sooner, order the Accounts to be re-opened for such 
retrospective period as they may deem proper. This Rule is 
applicable to Overcharge Sheets, except in the cases in which 
the consent of all the Companies interested has been obtained 
previous to sending the documents to the Clearing House for 
the division of the amounts, but not to accounts which have 
been left, through any cause, unsettled. — ( Goods Man, Min.^

107 (95 Ed. of 1863). Every Company shall accept all 
Invoices representing Goods, although such Goods be not 
received, or although more than one Invoice be sent for the 
same lot of Goods, and if the Goods are " to pay," they may 
recover the amount, by way of Overcharge, through the 
Clearing House. — {Goods Man. Min., Sept.y 1868, and Jan.^ 
1862.) 

Note. — Companies are only bonndby this Rule to receive Through Invoices 
when Through JElates have been previously agreed upon. — (Gen, Man, Min., 
August, 1861.) 

108 (96 Ed. of 1863). No alteration or erasure of the 
figures of Goods Invoices is allowed ; but all corrections are 
made by Over and Undercharges, whether the errors to be 
rectified are in the weights or the moneys. No weights are 
to be entered in Invoices unless a charge is made for them ; 
and it is competent for the Clearing House, on production of 
the Invoice on which weights without moneys are entered, 
to strike them out of the Abstracts, except in those cases 
where'an undercharge has been issued for the money omitted, 
or for weights previously undercharged.

111 (100 Ed. of 1863). Goods Invoices must be numbered 
consecutively, Station to Station. Invoice Boxes should be 
attached to all Merchandise Waggons. — (C. H. Com. Mm., 
Jme, 1862, and Gen. Man. Min., Nov., 1862.) 

1 12 (101 Ed. of 1863). Whenever an earlier delivery can 
be secured by post than by train. Invoices should be thus 
forwarded, in order to ensure an earlier delivery of the Goods, 
and to enable Companies to comply with the Clearing House 
Regulations as to forwarding Abstracts at the end of the 
month. 

113 (102 Ed. of 1863). Every Company is bound to give 
foil information as to the amounts entered by it as Paid On, 
on the application of any other of the Companies participating 
in the Through Rate.— (Gen. Man. Min., Feb., 1869.) . 

114 (103 Ed. of 1863). No Company is allowed to take 
credit for " Paid 0ns " for loading Station to Station TraflSc 
in special class, but such service shall be included in the 
Through Rate ; and no Company shall be allowed more 
tlian Is. 6d. per ton terminal on such traffic, except by special

either party, and to divide the residue of the receipts in the 
customary way. The interest accruing upon the money so 
held in suspense is credited to the Companies, among whom 
the receipts are ultimately divided, each Company receiving 
in proportion to its amount of receipts suspended.

118 (107 Ed. of 1863). When a Goods Tram is placed at 
that point of a Railway Junction which is the acknowledged 
place of dehvery, it is, from that time, at the risk of the 
Company having to take it on. 



Smalls. 

119 (108 Ed. of 1863). The mode of charging for Small 
Parcels is as follows : — 

A minimum charge for Parcels of 28 lbs. and under. 

A second charge for Parcels above 28 lbs., and up to 56 lbs. 

inclusive. 
A third charge for Parcels above 66 lbs. 

All articles are to be charged as " Smalls " unless the 
actual weight at the rate per ton, as per Classification, 
amounts to more than the charge for a Small of above 56 
lbs ; but when the actual weight at the Class Rate amounts 
to more than the charge for a Small, the Class Rate is to be 
charged. 

When Goods, which if sent alone would be charged at the 
Class Rate, and not as a " Small/' are sent along with other 
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small parcels of different classes, from one Consignor to one 
Consignee, the heavy packages shall still be charged at the 
Class Rate, the smaller packages being weighed together and 
charged at the rate for the highest class to which any of them 
bielongs, provided such charge be not less than for the highest 
class Small ; but if the charge for the entire weight of the 
consignment, at the rate for the highest class to which any of 
the articles belong, would amount to less than if dealt with as 
above provided for, the whole may be weighed together, and 
so charged. — (Goods Man. Mtn., Dec, 1858.) 

120 (109 Ed. of 1863). Terminal Companies are allowed 
one cwt. for each Small under that weight. The actual weight 
of the package is to be inserted in a column short of the weight 
column ; and the number of Smalls in the Invoice is to be 
added to the total weight as so many cwt. — (Goods Man, Mtn.. 
April, 1857.) 

121 (110 Ed. of 1863). When two or more packages, 
each under one cwt., and of different classes, are sent by one 
Consignor to one Consignee, their weights are added together, 
and the rate charged is that which, according to the Classifica- 
tion, would be charged if all the articles belonged to the 
highest class in which any of them is placed ; but whatever 
the aggregate weight of the consignments may be, no less 
charge is to be made than that which is made for the maximum 
weight of Smalls. If the Parcels be from different consignors, 
they are charged for separately. Parcels so charged shall 
not be entered at the foot of Invoices as Smalls, but the total 
weight only is to be entered in the weight column of the 
Invoice ; and Parcels under one cwt. shall be entered in the 
Invoice in terms of Rule 120. — (Goods Man. Min., Jan., 
1868.)

122 (111 Ed. of 1863). Companies should employ com- 
petent persons to measure Round Timber, and the measure- 
ment should, when practicable, be checked by the Companies 
receiving the Timber. — (See Goods Classification^ p. 148.)

123 (112 Ed. of 1863). The Company to whose Stations 
Waggons, containing loads of less than a ton of Tranship 
Goods for any one Station beyond, are labelled, is bound to 
unload and deliver such Tranships to the forwarding Com- 
pany ; and it is the duty of the Company who is to take the 
Transfer Goods on to load them in the Waggons in which 
they are to be sent forward. — {Goods Man. Min,, Jan., 1859.) 

124 (113 Ed. of 1863). When Through Goods are sent to 
any Station for Transhipment, an Advice Way Bill of mixed 
Trucks containing the totals of the Invoices of such Goods, 
shall be sent to the Transhipping Station along with the 
original Invoices. — {Goods Man. Min., April, 1861.) 

125 (1 14 Ed. of 1863)^ Each Transhippmg Station should 
show in legible characters, by stamp or otherwise, upon the 
face of the Invoice, the Station at which, and the date on 
which. Goods are transferred, together with the marks and 
numbers of the Waggons into which they are loaded. — {Goods 
Mm. Min., Oct, 1856.) 

126 (116 Ed. of 1863). When Tranship Goods are aUeged 
not to have arrived at the Station to which they are invoiced, 
and delivery is proved by the Forwarding Company to the next 
Company or Station to which the Goods have been loaded for 
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Tranship, it is the duty of such Company to trace the Goods 
forward to their destination, with ti^ Tiew of fiumishing the 
necessary information to the sending Company. — {Goods 
Man. Min.y Dec, 1866.) 

127 (116 Ed. of 1863). AU Through Traffic transhipped 
and carted through a town where a continuous railway com- 
munication exists, is divided by the Clearing House, as though 
it had passed in through trucks over the ordinary route used 
when transhipment m not mqcuved. — {Goods Man. Min., 
Jan., 1861.)

128 (117 Ed. of 1863). When a Company has, within its 
own system of Railways, two routes to the same place, one of 
which* is shorter than the other, the division of the receipts is 
calculated on the distance by the shorter route^ unless it has 
been formally notified to the Clearing House that an agreiB- 
ment to the contrary exists between the Companies interested 
in the traffic. 

129 (118 Ed. of 1863). When one of two alternative 
routes is completed by running powers possessed over a portion 
of the Line of another Company, it shall be considered, for 
the purposes of dividing the receipts, as belonging to the 
Company possessing the running powers. — {Gen, Man. Min.y 
Feb., 1859.) 

130 (119 Ed. of 1863). When "Running Powers" are 
not exercised, the rule which requires a Company to accept a 
mileage proportion of receipts calculated on the shortest route 
within its own system of Railways, does not apply, although 
the route of which the portion of railway subject to the 
running powers forms a part should be the shortest. — {Gen. 
Man. Mm., May, 1859.) 
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131 (120 Ed. of 1863),— When Companies, for want of 
sufficient accommodation at their Junctions, or to suit their 
convenience as regards working the Traffic with other Rail- 
ways, carry Traffic to a Station beyond their Junction at which 
it should have been turned off, and it is brought back by either 
of them, they are not entitled, in calculating the division of 
receipts, to the additional mileage consequently gone over, 
unless it has been formally notified to the Clearing House that 
an agreement to the contrary exists between the Companies 
interested in the Traffic— (G?e».

tingency is clearly traceable to a defect of material or work- 
manship, the ordinary repair or replacement of such stock is to 
be at the cost of the owners. — {Gen. Man. Min.^ May^ 1858.) 

135 (124 Ed. of 1863). The cost of the repairs of Stoci;, 
arising from ordinary wear and tear, is borne on aU occasions 
by the Companies owning the Stock; but cases of palpable 
damage or negligence (such as dropping heavy weights info 
the Waggons, and thereby breaking the bottoms, smashing of 
doors, neglect of greasing, &c., &c.), and all cases of collision 
or accident, shall be borne by the Company in whose possession 
the Stock may be at the time an accident happens. 

136 (126 Ed. of 1863). A Begister is kept by the Clearing 
House Numbermen, at Junctions, of such cases of palpable 
damage, but not of cases of damage arising from ordinary 
wear and tear. 

137 (126 Ed. of 1863). The aearing House is not caUed 
upon to make any Eeturn of Damaged Stock ; but the Kegister 
of the Numbermen is kept at the Clearing House for the pur- 
pose of verifying any claim made by one Company on another 
in case of palpable accident.

1. Each Company party to the Clearing System is entitled 
to be represented at the Conference by one Member, who, if 
unable to attend, may appoint an officer of his Company to 
attend in his place and vote for him. 

2. The appointment of a Member must be certified to the 
Secretary of the Clearing House by the Secretary of the 
Company whom the Member represents, and no person is to 
be summoned to the Meetings whose appointment has not been 
60 certified. 

3. The Meetings are to be held in London, Quarterly, on 
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i;he Thursday in the second weekj* of Febroarj, May, Angus<v 
and November, 

4. Seven members to form a quorum. — (C H. Com. Min,, 
Dec, 1862). 

6. Special Meetings of the Committee may be called by 
the Secretary of the Clearing House, on receipt of a requisi- 
tion signed by six Members. ' 

6. The Chairman of each Meeting is to be appointed by the 
Members present at such Meeting. 

7. Each Member of the Conference shall be entitled to one 
Vote, but no Company shall have more than one Vote. 

8. Companies whose hues are either leased or worked 
entirely by other Companies are not entitled to a vote. 

9. Members intending to bring questions forward must 
give notice of their intention, either at the Meeting previoufi 
to tliat at which the questions are to be considered, or by 
letter to the Secretary of the Clearing House, which must bp 
sent to. him not later than ten days before the Meeting.

Rules for the Guidance of the Damaged Stock 
Arbitration Committee. 

1. The Damaged Stock Arbitration Committee consists of 
twelve Members, of whom three shall form a quorum. — 
(Gen. Mm. Jfm. Nov., 1868.) 

2. Two Members retire annually after December, 1859, 
and their places are filled up by ballot, by the General Con- 
ference, at the last Meeting in each year. Retiring Members 
are not eligible for re-election for one year. For the first 
three years the present members shall retire in alphabetical 
order, and after that time shall retire by annual rotation. 

3. The meetings are held quarterly, at 10 a.m., on the 
mornings of the days fixed for the Meeting of the General 
Managers. 

4. The powers of the Committee shall include the deter- 
mining (subject to the Clearing House Regulations) the 
liability of one Company to another in respect of stock 
damaged by, or while in the custody, or possession of the 



CompuBj, and also the sum to be paid in compensa- 
ti(m for sucli dams^es ; but shall not extend to claims howso- 
ever arising, for damage to Goods^ live Stock, (brother ^irticles 
eon^eyed. 

5. The Clearing House shall have authority to submit all 
gach cases of liability to the Committee, on the requisition of 
the Company whose stock has sustained damage. 

6. The expression " Damages to Stock" includes Damages 
to all Rolling Stock except Engines and Tenders, but does 
not include Damage to, or los^ of Sheets, Lamps, Couplings, 
Chains, Links, Straps, or Ropes, except when the damage to, 
or loss of, such last-mentioned articles has been occasioned by 
damage to the Vehicle to which they were at the time attached. 

7. Companies intending to refer cases to the Committee 
are required to send to the Secretary at least a fortnight 
before the Meeting, a plain statement of the facts of such 
cases, together with a sufficient number of copies for the supply 
of the parties interested, who may reply by a counter statement, 
or be represented personally at the Meeting. The Seci«tary 
will give all parties notice of the day on which the claim will 
be brought forward. * 

8. It is competent for the Committee to give its decision, 
although all the Companies concerned may not have had 
representatives present — ^such decision being final. 

9. No Member of the Committee can vote on a question 
afiecting the interests of the Company in whose service he is. 

10. The following documentary evidence must be submitted 
to the Committee : — 

A Detailed Account of the Damages, certified by the Engi- 
neer of the Company to whom the Stock belongs. 
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The Original Correspondence between the Managers regarding 
the Claim. 

A Report from the Company's Engineer on the condition and 
age of the Damaged Stock, showing what repairs it has 
undergone from time to time. 

11. The Committee may call for the evidence of the 
Carriage Engineers of the Companies, or for any other 
evidence they may think proper for their guidance in the 
assessment of damages. 

12. The Committee's powers extend to all cases where the 
damage does not exceed £500. — ( Gen. Man. Min,,Feb,y 1862.) 

13. The Clearing House is empowered to make a settle- 
ment of all claims decided by the Damaged Stock Arbitration 
Committee, after its Minutes have been confirmed at a 
subsequent meeting. 

14. The settlement to be made on a separate sheet, whereon 
special reference is to be inserted to the Minutes of this Com- 
mittee. 

15. Only Claims arising on and after the 1st January, 1859, 
are subject to the jurisdiction of this Committee. 



Allies for tbe Onidance of tlie Con- 
ference of €toods Managrerfi. 

1. No one is to be summoned to the Goods Conference of 
whose appointment as Goods or TraflBc Manager oflGicial 
notice has not been received by the Secretary of the Clearing 
House from the Secretary of the Company he represents. 

2. The Chairman is to hold his oflSce for one year, and is to 
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.be^lacted at the last meetiiig of eaeh year, but Iw is ineligible 
for re-election for one year after the expiry of his term of 
office. 

8. Ten Members form a quorum. 

4. Any Member of this Conference duly nominated to 
take part in its proceedings is entitled to yote, provided that 
no Company shall have more than one vote. 

5. Meetings will be held Quarterly, a fortnight previous to 
the Quarterly Meetings of General Managers. 

6. All the Meetings of the Conference are held in London, 
except the meeting in July, which is held in Edinburgh. 
The Conference will meet at 10 a.m. 

7. A requisition of the same number of Members as form 
a quorum shall be sufficient to justify the Secretary in calling 
a Special Meeting of the Conference. 

8. The Claims* Arbitration Committee will meet the day 
before the Conference, at 10 a.m. This Committee has power 
to adjourn its meetings to any day before the next Meeting of 
the Conference, notice of such adjournment being recorded 
in the Goods Managers' Minutes. 

9. The Claims' Arbitration Committee consists of twelve 
Members, of whom three form a quorum. — ( Goods Man. Mih.^ 
Oct., 1861.) 

10. Four Members retire annually, and their places are 
filled up by ballot by the Geiieral Conference, at the last 
Meeting in each year. Retiring Members are not eligible 
for re-election for one year, except in the case of those who 
may have been elected under Rule 12 to fill up vacancies

11. For the first three years, the present Members shall 
retire in alphabetical order, and after that time the Members 
shall retire by annual rotation.

Arbitration Committee, at their first meeting afterwards, and 
the Conference shall then proceed to supply the vacancy 
by ballot. 

13. Members of the Conference proposing Resolutions c^

14. Members intending to bring questions forward must 
give notice of their intention, either at the Meeting previous 
to that at which the questions are to be taken into considera- 
tion, or by letter to the Secretary, which must be sent not 
later than ten days before the day of Meeting.

' Resolutions passed at the Meetings have been approved and 

confirmed by the Boards of the respective Companies, to 
notify the same in writing to the Secretary before the Meeting 
immediately ensuing that at which the resolutions were 
adopted; and a similar course must be taken, should the 
Resolutions be rejected by any of the Boards. 

19. Sub-Committees mult transmit their Reports to the 
Secretary of the Clearing House in suflScient time for their 
beifing circulated amongst the Members of the Conference 
along with the summons convening the ensuing Meeting : in 
de&ult of which, a Report shall only be received and read 
at such Meeting, and be read a second time and discussed at 
the succeeding Meeting. 

20. Reports are to be drawn up in Sections, and numbered 
consecutively, for the purpose of facilitating a methodical and 
orderly consideration of the subjects reported upon. 

21. On the discussion of Reports, each distinct Section 
shall be converted into such a resolution as the Conference 
sitting may determine. 

22. No Report shall be rejected as a whole unless it be 
either at the unanimous wish of the Conference sitting, or its 
several Sections shall have been respectively negatived on 
divisions during its discussion. 

23. The entire Minutes of a Sub-Committee shall be 
presented to the Conference at the same time with the final 
Report, and until then the circulation of its Minutes shall be 
confined to its own Members.

26. The Conference may, or may not, elect the Chairman 
for the time being a Member of Sub-Committees. 

26. The final approval of the Resolutions of the Conference 
by the Clearing House Committee shall be recorded in the 
Minutes. 

27. The Secretary will apply to the Companies for the 
names of such of their OflScers as are entitled to attend the 
Conference. 



Bales for the Guidance of the Goods Clainuf iibitratloii 
Committee. 

28. The Claims' Arbitration Committee will meet the day 
before the Conference at 10 a.m. This Committee has power 
to adjourn its meetiiigs to any day before the next Meeting of 
the Ccmference. Notice of sudi adjoummeHt being recorded 
in the Goods Managers' Minutes. 

29. It is not competent for a Member of the Committee to 
vote on any question affecting the interests of the Company 
in whose servioe he is; and, in eases where it is thought 
desirable by the Committee, parties interested shall retire 
during the consultation. 

30. Companies intending to refer cases to the Committee 
are required to send to the Secretary, at least a fortnight 
before the * Meeting, a plain statement of the facts of such 
caser^ on the printed form provided for that purpose, together 
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wtth a safficsent Bomber of ecrpies for ihe supply of aB the 
partiea interasted, whose duty it » to reply in writing, or be 
represented personally at the Meeting. The Secretary will 
give all parties notice of the day on which the Claims will be 
brought forward. 

31. The Committee have power to call for the attendance 
of any parties whose testimoay thay think would tend to a 
solufion of the case be&re tbenu 

32. It is eoonpetent for the Committee, when satisfied that 
it is cognizant of all the &ets relating to any case under 
consideration, to give its decision, although all the Companies 
concerned may not have had representatives present. 

33. Where a principle is involved which may be used as a 
precedent, a short statement of the facts may be recorded, 
with the decision of the Committee.

1. The Claims' Arbitration Committee meet at 9.30 a.io., 
on the same day as the Superintendents meet, unless the 
number of Claims for Arbitration is sufficiently great to require 
a meeting on the previous day. 

2. The Claims' Arbitration Committee consists of Twelve 
members, of whom Three shall form a quorum.

Instmctlonui to Station Clerks in re« 
ference to tbe ConTeyance of 
aillitary and IVaTal Offle^rst 
Soldiers, Men lielongringr to Her 
Majesty's llTaTy, Police, Prisoners, 
and Sliip^irreeked Mariners.'*' 

1st. On the production of a route or order for their con- 
veyance, signed by the proper authorities, the OflBcers and 
Soldiers of Her Majesty*s Forces of the line, Ordnance Corps, 
Marines, Militia, or the Police Force, and Officers and Men 
in Her Majesty's Navy, or belonging to any Naval Coast 
Volunteers, or under the command of the Adn^iralty, or 
Government Emigrants, are entitled to be conveyed upon the 
Bailway on the following conditions : — 

Each Commissioned Officer in the Mihtary, Marine, Police, 
and Naval Forces, in First Class Carriages, by all Trains shown 
on the Time Bills, from and to Stations at which the respective 
Trains stop, at a fare of 2d. per mile ; each such Officer so 
conveyed being entitled to take with him one hundred-weight 
of personal luggage without extra charge. 

EachNon-Commissioned Officer, Soldier, Marine, orPrivate 
in the Mihtary, Naval, or Police Forces, or Government Emi- 
grants, and each wife, widow, or child above twelve years of 
age, of a Soldier entitled to be sent to his destination, at the 
public expense, in Covered Carriages, by such Trains as have 

* It is to he clearly understood that these Regulations do not a^ly 
to Officers and Privates of the Military and Naval Forces^ when on 
letme, {Qen, Mmo^ Mk., NovcmbeJr, 1868). 
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Second or Third Class Carriages in them, and to the extent 
only of the accommodation thereby provided, as shown on the 
Company's Time Bills, from and to Stations at which such 
Trains stop, at a fare of Id. per mile ; and each such Soldier, 
Marine, Private, wife, or widow, is entitled to take half a 
hundred-weighty and each such Government Emigrant one 
hnndred weight, of personal luggage without extra charge. 
Children between three and twelve years of age being taken 
at half-price, and children under three years of age being 
taken free. 

2nd. The route or order specified in No. 1 must (excepting 
as to Police) be " signed by the authority of the War Office or 
" Admiralty or by the Commanding Officer, or Paymaster of 
"a Depot, or Government Emigration Officer," and must 
specify the rank of the party or parties mentioned therein, the 
regiment, ship, or station to which they are attached, and the 
places from and to which they are travelling. 

3rd. Letters or documents granting leave of absence to 
persons specified in clause No. 1, or recalling them after the 
expiration of leave, are not to be considered as entitling such 
persons to travel at the reduced Fares. 

4th. Police are only entitled to travel as above stated, on 
producing cards specifying their names, and that they are 
travelling upon duty, and signed either by the Chief Constable 
of the County, or by the Superintendent of the District in 
which they are stationed. 

5th. Military and Naval Officers, Soldiers, Police, and others 
referred to in these instructions, who do not produce a route 
or order for conveyance as above specified, are to be considered 
Ordinary Passengers only, and are to be charged according to 
the Class of Carriage in which they travel. 

6th. Prisoners in charge of Police are to be considered as

7th. Shipwrecked Mariners are at present allowed by the 
Directors to travel in Covered Carriages by Ordinary Trains, 
on payment of a fare equal to a halfpenny per mile, and 
Luggage above 66 lbs. charged half the ordinary rate. This 
privilege is, however, only to be allowed on the production of 
a warrant, signed by the Agent of the Shipwrecked Mariners' 
Benevolent Society at the place where the journey commences, 
which must specify the name of the Ship to which the parties 
belonged^ and the places from and to which they are travelling- 

8th. All excess weights of personal Luggage above the 
weights allowed by Clause No, 1, are to be charged at one 
halfpenny per pound. 

Note. — One halfpenny per lb. for the conTcyance of Excess Penwrnal Bag^ 
gage applies to individual Companies, and each Company forming a route or 
portion of the through journey is entitled to this charge, but it is desirable 
that the forwarding Company should make the whole charge and enter the 
sum on a Through Bill ; but the aggregate rate charged to Soldiers for tlieir 
Excess Luggage should not exceed the ordinary rate charged to Passengers. — 
{Superintendents* Min,y Map^ 1S60, and Gen, Man, Min», August^ 1S61.) 

9th. All PubUc Baggage Stores, Army Ammunition, and 
other necessaries, and goods belonging to the above parties, 
are to be charged at twopence per ton per mile, the assistance 
of the Military or other forces being given in loading and 
unloading such goods. 

10th. Horses belonging to the Military will be conveyed 
at the ordinary Horse Bates for the time being. 

11th. Horses belonging to the mounted PoHce Force, or to 
Superintendents of PoHce, are in all cases to be diarged at 
the ordinary Rates. 

12th. Special Ticket Books, headed « Officers', Soldiers', 
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Police, and Mariners' Tickets," acre to be used exdnsively fin* 
persons travelling under the foregoing Regulations. 

13th. These Ticket Books are nunribered progressively, and 
the Numbers must be carried forward on the Daily and 
Monthly Returns in the same manner as ordinary Passenger 
Tickets. The Route or Warrant to be retained and sent to 
the Cashier as Cash. 

14th. All the Clearing House Companies have assented to 
the foregoing arrangements, and the Special Tickets may 
therefore be issued to any Station in England or Scotland 
specified in the Route or Warrant, when the Lines over which 
the Passengers have to travel join each other. 

15th. The sums due for the conveyance of Horses belong- 
ing to the Military under Route, or Order for Conveyance, are 
to be accoimted for in the ordinary Horse and Carriage Ticket 
Book ; and in cases where payment has subsequently to be 
obtained from head-quarters, the same course will be pursued 
as directed in Clause 13 — that is, a Ticket is to be issued as 
if the money were paid, and the Route or Warrant retained 
and sent to the Cashier as Cash for the amount. 

NoTB. — A-t a Meeting of General Managers, held May, 1857, it was agreed 
to adopt these Instructions generally, and to treat the Documents of Govern- 
ment Emigrants in the same way as those of J;he other Classes enumerated, 
as soon as they should be included in the arrangement 

The London and North Western Gofmpany object to any of these Begula- 
tions respecting Soldiers, Sailors, &c., which may be inconsistent with the 
provisions of the Act of Parliament. 



Begpnlatflons for tbe ConTeyance of 
Toters at JParllamentary sieetlons. 

1. The arrangements for facilitating the oonveyance of 
Volere lit Parliainentaiy Efections, in aeoordanoe with tiie 
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existing laws relating to elections, ai'e confined to the accom* 
plishment of two objects — 

1. Increased facilities for through booking ; 

2. The payment by the Candidate of the cost of the Voter's 

conveyance. 

2. The Candidate, his Agents or Committees, will deal with 
Local Companies only — that is, with the Company or Com- 
panies whose Trains run to the Borough or County for which 
he is standing. For instance, a Candidate for Edinburgh, or 
the London Committee of such Candidate, will deal exclusiyely 
with the North British, the Edinburgh and Glasgow, and 
the Caledonian Companies. 

3. All Railway Companies will recognise and act upon an 
order addressed by a Candidate or his Agent to any Local 
Company, and Local Companies will collect the money due 
from Candidates, and be answerable to other Companies for 
the money due to them in consequence of their having acted 
upon the order addressed to the Local Company. 

4. As the proposedarrangements will occasion considerabfe. 
trouble and expense, they are to extend to First and Second 
Class Tickets only. 

CANDIDATES' ORDERS. 

5. The Candidate or his Agent must make application, 
according to a prescribed form, to a Local Company for a 
supply of "Candidates' Orders." The Forms of Application 
for, and of, Candidates' Orders, are annexed. 

6. The Candidates' Order is the Vducher in exchange for 
which the Voter will obtain a Ticket or authority ^tabling

him to travel by Railway between certain Stations, and is the 
document by which the Candidate binds himself to pay to the 
Local Company the cost of the Fare by Railway between 
these Stations. 

7. The Candidates' Order is to be transmitted by the Can- 
didate to the Voter, and is to be presented by the Voter at the 
Station named therein. He will there receive in exchange 
for it a Railway Ticket, entitling him to travel to the Station 
named in the order, and, if so required, to return. The return 
journey must be completed within three days, if the distance 
one way is not more than 100 miles, and within five days, if it 
is more than 100 miles, including, in both cases, the day of 
issue, after which periods the Ticket will not be recognised. 

8. Candidates' Orders, if presented after the day of Election, 
shall not be recognised by the Station Clerks. 

ISSUE OF TICKETS. 

9. Between Local Stations, Express Fares are to be charged 
when Express Trains are used; but for Through Passengers, 
only ordinary Fares are to be charged. 

10. When the Voter has given up the Candidates' Order 
he is to be treated by the issuing Station as an ordinary Pas- 
senger who has paid his fare. 

11. Second Class Voters' Tickets are available for all Trains 
by which Second Class Passengers are ordinarily booked. 

Voters' Tickets are to be collected in the usual way. 
Through tickets, when used for a double journey, must

Between Local Statiom. 

12. A Voter desiring a Single Journey Ticket will receiye 
in exchange for the Candidate's Order an ordinary Bailway 
Ticket. If he should desire to return also, and the issuing 
Station is in the habit of issuing Betum Tickets to the Station 
named, the Booking Clerk will give him an ordinary Betom 
Ticket endorsed for the extra time, if required, iM*OYided such 
practice is in conformity with the regulations of the Company. 
If, however, the endorsement of the Tickets is contrary to the

SETTLEMENT OF ACCOUNTS. 

Between Local Stations. 

16. When an ordinary Ticket is exchanged for a Candi- 
date's Order, the issuing Clerk will mark across the order the 
number of the Ticket so issued, and transmit it to the Com- 
pany's Audit OflSce as cash. 
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When he has iasued a Voter's Local Tidket in exchange 
iar a Candidate's Order, he will mark across the order the 
number of the Ticket. 

The issuing Clerk will send to his Audit Office at the 
dose of each Election, a Return of the Voters' Local Tickets 
issued for that Election. 

Between Through Stations. 

16. The Issuing Clerk will mark on the Candidate's Order 
the number of the Voter's Through Ticket issued in exchange, 
and the route by which the Voter proposes to travel, and will 
prepare and send to his Audit Office at the close of each 
Election, according to the annexed form, a Return in dupUcate 
of the Voter's Through Tickets issued for that Election. 

17. Candidates' Orders, Voters' Tickets, both Through and 
Local, when collected, and the unissued parts of Voters' Local 
Tiqkets, and also Voters' Local Ticket Books, are to be sent 
by the Station Clerks to their own Audit Offices* The several • 
Audit Offices will furnish the Clearing House with such 
original orders, tickets, &c., or returns of the same, as the 
Clearing House may direct. The Clearing House having 
ascertained the proper charge arising out of each Candidate's 
Order, will advise the Local Companies accordingly, and debit 
each Company with the amount attaching to the Candidate's 
Orders addressed to that Company. The amounts so debited 
will be divided in the usual way among the Companies in- 
terested, subject, like Ordinary Passenger Traffic, to the pro- 
visions of existing agreements. 

18. When no Through Fares exist between the Stations 
named in the Voters' Through Tickets, the sum of the Local 
Fares must be taken, and each Company credited with its 
own Local Fare. 
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19. Companies entering into the general airangement, lut 
not in the Clearing Honse, must be dealt with, by the Cleaaring 
House, by special authority. 

ROUTES. 

20. To remedy, as far as possible, the mistakes that may 
arise from the existence of alternative Routes, Companies al« 
requested to direct Ticket Collectors and Examiners to mark 
on the Tickets at Terminal Stations and Junctions, the name 
of the Station and initials of the Company by whose line the 
Voter has travelled, or is going to travel. 

21.. All differences arising out of the last clause, are to be 
settled by the Clearing House, whose decision will be final, it 
being understood that the receipts are to be divided according 
to the route by which the Voter has actually travelled, so far 
as the same can be ascertained. 

22. Each Company to prepare its own Stock of Candidates' 
Orders and Voters' Tickets. The Candidates' Orders must be 
type-numbered consecutively throughout the whole Stock, and 
the different classes of Voters' Through Tickets consecutively 
throughout each class. Ist Class Voters' Single Journey 
Through Tickets to be on white, and 2nd Class on red card. 
Double Journey 1st Class Through Tickets to be on white card 
with a red stripe, and 2nd Class to be on red card with a 
white stripe, according to the pattern attached. Voters' Local 
Tickets to be on white paper, in books, type-numbered con- 
secutively throughout each book, and capable of being used 
either for 1st or 2nd Class, or for Single or Double Journeys, 
according to the annexed form, or on Cards, as the Local 
Companies may direct. If cards are used, they must be of a 
separate series, as " Through " Tickets must not in any case 
be used for Local purposes. 
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- -Cftndidate's Orders are to be madeupin Bo(dLS of 25 or 50 
^eadbi, and sold to llie Candidates at one shilling for each 25 
orders on being applied for according to the prescribed form. 
Orders not issued, and the counterparts of the Orders which 
have been issued, must be returned to the Company from 
whom they were obtained, within a week after the close of the 
election. 

The price of any Book returned intact, within the period 
named, will be allowed to the Candidate.

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MEMORANDUM TO CLERKS IN CHARGE AS TO 
LOADING FROM THEIR STATIONS. 

The proper loading of Goods being a matter of so much 
importance, not only as regards the Goods, but also as to the 
safety of the line, Clerks in charge must give it their 
particular attention ; for when it is remembered that, by the 
slightest neglect in loading and securely fastening the load of 
any one Waggon in the Goods Trains, which are continually 
running on the Line, a fearful accident may occur, it is 
impossible to over-rate the necessity of the most pointed and 
constant attention being given by Clerks in charge, Loaders, 
and others, to satisfy themselves, before any Train is permitted 
to start, that the load of every Waggon is secured in a manner 
sufBcient to sustain the oscillation of the Train, and the neces- 
sary shunting to which it will be exposed. 



The maximum weight allowed to be loaded in Coal, 
Mineral, and Ordinary Goods Waggons is 8 tons. — {Gen. 
Man. Min. Feb., 1862.) 



MEMORANDUM TO CLERKS IN CHARGE AS TO 
EXAMINING LOADED WAGGONS PASSING THEIR 
STATION. 

The Clerk in charge, or some other person properly 
appointed by him, should carefiilly examine the loads of the 
Waggons of the Goods Trains stopping at his Station. 

A&er every care and vigilance has been exercised in loading, 
it win be impossible aiwayB to prevent the load being dis- 
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turbed in a long transit; and it is, therefore, essentially 
incumbent upon the servants of this Company to examine with 
particular care all Trains arriving from foreign lines imme- 
diatoly on their entering upon the Railway. 

Should the load appear to be disturbed, the Waggon must 
not be allowed to proceed until it has been carefully re- 
adjusted ; and this is more especially necessary in the case of 
timber, cotton, wool, machinery, or other articles of a lengthy 
or bulky construction. 



MEMORANDUM TO GOODS GUARDS. 

Before starting from a Station, the Guard must see that the 
Waggons are properly greased, the coupling-chains and doors 
securely fastened, and carefully examine the loading and 
sheeting of the Waggons, seeing that the goods are protected 
from rain and sparks from the engine ; also that no load is too 
high or wide, or in any way unsafe to travel. It is not suffi- 
cient for the Guard, on commencing his journey, to see that 
all the Waggons and their loads in his train are in a secure 
state for transit, but he must see that all these conditions are 
continued throughout the journey, especially with Waggons 
that are taken on at intermediate Stations, and those loaded 
with timber, cotton, wool, castings, machinery, and articles of 
great length and bulky construction. 



Instructions relatlTe to tlte Accounts 
of tbe Tltrouvlt C^oods Traffic. 

The Abstracts of Goods Forwarded from, and Received at 
are to be sent monthly to the Bailway Clearing House not 
later than the dates fixed and advised. Should all the In- 

G 4 
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Yoioes not haTe been recehred befcnre the date on whidi liie 
Abstracts should have been dispatched, they are not therefore 
to be detained, but Supplementary Abstracts ar# to be for* 
warded DAILY when the missing Invoices come to hand ; 
which Supplementary Abstracts are to bear' the date of the 
Invoices to which they relate, and not of the day on which 
they are to be sent off. It is of the utmost importance that 
the Abstracts should be punctually forwarded immediately 
they become due. 

The total weights and moneys of each Invoice are to be 
entered in the Monthly Abstracts, and the Invoices of each 
station are to be kept separate, and added up, so as to show 
a WEEKLY as well as a MONTHLY Total for each place 
from which Goods are received, or to which they are sent. 
The TraflSc of each two Stations must be entered upon a 
separate sheet. 

All Goods Invoiced at Bates including Cartage at both ends 
are to be entered in the " Carted" column by both Companies, 
whether carted by them or not; and all Goods Invoiced at 
Station to Station Bates are to be entered in the "Not Carted" 
column. When Traffic, in which more than two Companies 
are interested is charged at or below 10*. per ton, the weight 
must be entered in the " Not Carted" column ; and all Traffic 
invoiced at or below 3*. per ton must be entered in the Abstracts 
as " Minerals." 

When Special Class Bates are charged on Class Traffic, 
carried in lots of less than four tons, a remark to that effect 
must be made in the Betums. 

It IS most essential that the Boute by which the Goods are 
forwarded and received, and the Numbers and Names of 
the Owners of the Waggons upon which the Goods were 
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eanrejed, be stated in the Abstracts ; and that, when goods 
are sent to, or receiyed from, the same place by different 
Routes, they be kept separate, as if sent to, or received from, 
difierent Stations. 

It is necessary that the Numbers of the Waggons be given 
both in the " Forwarded" and " Received" Abstracts; because 
Transhipped Goods never, of course, reach their destination 
in the Waggon in which they were first loaded. Provision 
must, therefore, be made at the Receiving Station for re- 
cording on the Invoice the Numbers and Owners of the 
Waggons in which such Transhipped Goods arrive. 

When an Invoice refers to more than one Waggon, or when 
the reverse is the case, the Numbers of all the Waggons must 
be given in the one case, and in the other case, the Number of 
the Waggon must be repeated opposite the Number of each 
Invoice refiwring to its load. 

When errors, whether of weight or money, occur in Invoices, 
they are to be corrected by Over and Undercharges, and in 
no case are the original Invoices to be altered. Overcharge 
Statements, signed by the Goods Managers of the Terminal 
Companies, are alone accepted by the Clearing House. Under- 
charges are to be Invoiced. 

The Statements of Overcharges must include no entries 
but those which result from the correction or alteration of 
Invoices ; and any other amounts, such as special cartages, 
commissions, fee, &c., which have to be divided among two or 
more Companies, must be returned separately on the form 
provided for that purpose. A separate return must also be 
made of boatages and lighterages, except in instances where 
these items are dealt with as " Paid 0ns to Pay." 
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The Abfitracts of Claims, ^ther paid or sanctionedy must be 
sent to the Clearing House weekly, care being taken to giye 
the fiiU details as specified in the instructions issued. 

When differences are detected in the Abstracts of any two 
places, a statement of them will be sent to each place, and 
it is requested that these statements may not be kept for 
examination more than two clear days, in any case, but 
returned to the Clearing House with the necessary explana* 
tions, and with all possible despatch; for example — ^an In- 
accuracy Statement, dated the 1st, must be sent back so as 
to be in the Clearing House on the evening of the 4th, or on 
the morning of the 5th at latest. Strict attention must be 
paid to thi^. 

Strict attention is also requested to the following particulars, 
in making out the Monthly and Supplementary Abstracts :-7- 

1. That the Dates and Numbers of the Invoices be correctly 
given. 

2. That the correct Weights and Amounts be given, and 
the " Paid" and '* To Pay" Money be not transposed. 

3. That the greatest care be exercised in entering the 
Weight in the proper column, and that the correct Route of 
the Goods be given. 

4. That the names of the Stations be distinctly and accu- 
rately written, 

6. That the description of the Traffic be also accurately 
inserted. 

The greater number of Stations have bags in which the 
Returns of Passenger Traffic are sent to the Clearing House, 
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and in these bags the Abistracts of the Qt)ods Traffic can be 
fbrwarded; but snch Stations as have' not bags should be 
supplied with them. 



Iniitr actions relative to tbe Aeeouiits 
of tbe Tltrousrlt JLlve Stock Traffic* 

The General Instructions already given for the Goods 
Traffic will apply also to the Returns of live Stock Traffic, 
except that separate Abstracts must in all cases be sent, 
live Stock Traffic must under no circumstances be entered 
on the Goods returns. Great care must be taken to make a 
distinction between Full loads and Half loads in the Abstracts. 



Imitmctloiiii relative to tbe Accounts 
of Passens^er, Hcnrae, Carrlagrey 
aiiA ]>ogr Vraffic. 

1. The Returns of Passengers, and Horses, Carriages, and 
Dogs, must be sent to the Clearing House monthly, and 
should be sent off so as to arrive at the Clearing House 
within six days from the beginning of every Month. 

2. The progressive numbers of each Station to which 
Passengers may be booked must be carried forward on the 
Monthly returns, whether Tickets have been issued to ,that 
Station or not. 

3. The collected Tickets of Passengers, Horses, Carriages, 
and Dogs, must be arranged in progrei3sive order, according to 
their respective Stations, tied securely with string, and sent 
to the Clearing House, weekly, in a sealed parcel. 

4. The Clearing House does not now check the Tickets 
relating to Traffic in which only two Companies are concerned, 



unless they are issued and collected by the same Company; 
Two Companies' Tickets should, therefore, with the aboTe 
exception, be retained by the Companies who collect them. 

6. When Tickets are from any cause " Non-issued," they 
must be attached to the Eeturns on which credit is taken, 
otherwise credit will not be allowed. 

6. In cases where Ordinary Tickets are issued to Children, 
the half not issued must be attached to the Clearing House 
return. 

Strict attention is requested to the following particulars, in 
making out the Horse, Carriage, and Dog Betums : — 

Outwards Paid Traffic. 

1. The proportion due to the Clearing House must be 
inserted in the column for that purpose. The total rate and 
amount must also appear in the proper column. 

Outwards To Pay Traffic. 

2. The Through Rate and Amount only to be inserted ; no 
Clearing House proportion to be given. 

Inwards to Pay Traffic. 

3. The rule for " Outwards Paid" will apply to this. 

Inwards Paid. 

4. The nile for '' Outwards to Pay" will apply to this. 

6. In cases where Horses, &c., ai'e conveyed at a rate per 
mile, or by special agreement, the full particulars must be 
given. 

6. " Paid 0ns" must in every case be shown in the proper 
column. If upon Inwards Traffic, the amount must be added 
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tottua Clearing Hou^e proportion ; if upo» outwards TraflBic, 
ate insertion in the ^^ Paid On" column will be sufficient. 

7. All Traffic, Forwarded and Beceived, Paid or To Pay, 
Tnost be entered. 

8. Horses in Trucks Traffic must not, under any circum- 
stances, be entered on Horse, Carriage, and Dog Betums. 

Excursion Tbaffxc. 

9. The Excursion Trains run during the year to be 
numbered consecutively by each Company. 

10. The Beturns of Trains sent to the Clearing House to 
exhibit the consecutive numbers of the Tickets printed for 
issue by each Train, and the number of the Train by which 
they are to be issued. The number of the Train to be also 
printed on the Tickets. 

11. The Returns of this Traffic to be sent monthly to the 
Clearing House, and to include all'the Excursions which have 
been booked during the month, and should be sent off so as 
to arrive at the Clearing House within six days from the 
beginning of each month. 

12. The portion of the Tickets, printed for each Train, 
which has not been sold, to be sent to the Clearing House. 

13. The collected Tickets, except as 3pecified in Rule 4, 
to be likewise sent to the Clearing House. 

14. The Tickets to be printed in two divisions, like Day 
Tickets, and one part to be cut off at the destination, and to 
be sent to the Clearing: House.

15. Handbills of every Excursion to be sent to the Clearing 
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House by the Superintendent, as soon as poseibLe aA^ the 
arrangements have been mside. 

16. Unless the Returns and Tickets are sent to the Clearing 
House in the way pointed out by the foregoing Rules, it 
cannot undertake the responsibiUty of settling the accounts of 
Excursion Traffic. 



Iniitrnctloiifi relattTe to tbe Acconiits 
of tlie TltroniTii VmreeH Vramc. 

The Abstracts of Parcels Traffic must be returned to the 
Clearing House monthly. The Traffic forwarded to, and 
received from, each Station, must be entered on a separate 
Sheet. 

The Parcels Received are to be entered in one Return 
{printed in red ink), and the Parcels Forwarded in another 
Return {printed in black ink); and both returns are to be 
transmitted so as to be in*the Clearing House not later than 
the day specified in the notice sent by the Clearing House. 

Should all the Way-bills not have been received before the 
date on which the Returns should be despatched, they are not, 
therefore, to be detained, but Supplementary Returns are to 
be forwarded DAILY when the missing Way-bilk come to 
hand. These Supplementary Returns are to bear the date 
of the Way-bills to which they relate, and not of the day they 
are sent off. It is of the utmost importance that the Returns 
should be punctually forwarded immediately they become due. 

It is necessary that both a Daily, a Weekly, and a Monthly 
Total of the Number of Parcels, and of the Receipts "of the 
Traffic to and from each Station, be given. 
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It is most essential that tbe Route by which the Parcels are 
forwarded or received be stated in the Betums. 

When differences are detected in the Returns of any two 
places, a Statement of them will be sent to each place, and it 
is requested that these statements be kept for examination 
only two days ; for example — one dated the 1st, must be sent 
back so as to be in the Clearing House on the evening of 
the 4th, or on the morning of the 6th at latest Strict 
attention must be paid to this. 

Strict attention is also requested to the following particulars 
in making out the Monthly and Supplementary Returns : — 

1. That Ae Number of the Parcels sent to, and received 
from, each platse, bath Daily and Weekly, is correctly given. 

2. That the correct Moneys are given, and that the " Paid " 
and " To Pay " Money is not transposed^ and that care is taken 
that the " Through " Money is inserted. 

3. That the Names of the Stations are distinctly and accu- 
rately written. 

4. That the Traffic to and from each Station is kept together, 
and that DAILY as well as WEEKLY Totals are shown. 

6. That the Route by which the Parcels are conveyed is 
specified. 

The greater number of Stations have bags, in which the 
Returns of Passenger Traffic are sent to the Clearing House, 
and in these bags ihe Returns of the Parcels' Traffic can be 
forwarded; but such Stations as have not bags should be 
suppUed with them. 
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Note. — live Stock, Horses, Dogs, and Carriages, must in 
no case be entered on these Returns, but should be entered in 
the Returns provided for such Traffic. 

When Fish is conveyed by Passenger Trains, the Traffic 
must be returned on these Returns, care being taken to keep 
it separate from the Parcek. Butter, Fruit, Eggs, aiid 
Poultry, in quantities of not less than 2 cwt., must be entered 
on a Fish Way-bill, but each should be distinctly specified, 
and the Weight given, both in the Way-bill and in the 
Abstract. 

Inuitmctlolis for lEakliigr Seturns to 
tlie Hallway Clearlngr House of 
Carrlagre(i9 Carrlafgre Trnckn, 
Horse Boxes, H^agrgrons and 
Sheets. 

1 . The Returns of Carriages, Carriage Trucks, Horse Boxes, 
Waggons, and Sheets, must be made weekly to the Clearing 
House. The week must in all cases end on Saturday. When 
a week is divided by two months, two Returns must be sent — 
one for the portion of the week in which the month ends, and 
the other for the remaining portion. 

2. The Clerks at each Station must enter the Stock of each 
Company on a separate Sheet, in the order of the days of the 
week ; and the numbers of the Stock must be entered each 
day in consecutive order, beginning with the lowest number. 
Box or Covered Waggons must be distinguished in the 
Returns by placing the letter B over the numbers, and 
Empty Waggons and Folded Sheets must be entered at the 
foot of each day's transactions. The number and owner of 
the Vehicle in which Folded Sheets are sent away, must in 
all cases be given. Should Foreign Stock be neither received 
at nor despatched fi-om a Station during the week, a weekly 
^' Nil" Return must in all cases be sent.

3* The Returns sent weekly from the respective Stations 
must be paged consecutively from page 1 onward, and the last 
Sheet of the Return must be signed by the Clerk, in order that 
the Clearing House may know that the Returns have been 
sent up complete. In paging the Returns, care must be taken 
that the Returns of the various kinds of Stock-^— viz., Carriages, 
Waggons, and Sheets, are paged and signed separately. 

4. In order to enable the Clearing House to give effect to 
Rule 200, the Companies parties to Joint Stations, and 
directly interested, must make the necessary Returns. 

5. In order to enable the Clearing House to give effect to 
the present system of charging Mileage and Demurrage, it is 
indispensable that Waggons returned homewards empty should 
have labels attached to them, in the same way as if the 
Waggons were loaded. 

6. The Returns must be despatched from the Stations so as 
to be in the Clearing House not later than the. morning of the 
fifth day afi«r the end of each week. 



Iniitrnctlous to IVuiiilfertaliers* 

1. The Numbertakers must not leave their Stations during 
the hours of duty, or until relieved. 

2. Numbertakers desirous of getting leave of absence must 
apply for it through the Inspector of their District, to the 
Secretary ; and must not, on any pretence, leave their 
respective Stations until they receive the permission of the 
Secretary in writing. 

3. The duties of a Numbertaker are as follows : — 

4. He is to watch the arrival and departure of every Train 
passing his Junction. 

H 
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5. He is to take down in writing, in his Hand-book, the 
Number of every Carriage, Horse Box, Carriage Truck, Post- 
Offiee, Post Office Van, Luggage Van, Parcek' Van, Guards' 
Van, Goods, Mineral, and Cattle Waggons, and Sheets in the 
Trains. The only Vehicles and Sheets which he is not to 
notice, are those belonging to the Company over whose line 
the Train has come, which are detached from the Train at the 
Junction ; and those Vehicles belonging to the Company over 
whose line the Train is going, which have been attached to 
the Train at the Junction. Waggom laden with Coal and 
Coke are sometimes required to be taken, but in such cases 
special instructions are issued. 

6. He must note that it is considered a delivery of Carriages, 
Waggons, and Sheets, by one Company to another, when the 
former places them in the Sidings at the Junction from which 
the latter usually takes them on ; and the Numbers must be 
taken immediately after they are placed in such Siding. 

7. He must in all cases tak^ the Numbers and Destination 
from the labels on the Waggons. In case the labels should 
have fallen oflF, reference may be made to the Way-bill, but 
not otherwise. Neither number nor destination must, under 
any circumstances , be copied from any book kept by the Com- 
panies, nor must a reference, even for the sake of comparison, 
be made to any book kept by the Companies. 

8. He must transfer the numbers and destinations from the 
Hand-books to the Carriage, Waggon, and Sheet Books 
daily. The route and also the owner of the Engine by which 
Stock arrives and departs, must in all cases be entered in the 
Waggon, Sheet, and Carriage Books, which books must be 
sent to the Clearing House when full. 

9. He is to make out and send to the Clearing House 
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weekly, the following returns, viz. : — Of Carriages, Horse 
Boxes, Trucks, Post-Office Vans of all sorts ; of waggons ; of 
Sheets ; of Damaged Stock, and of the Hours of Duty. The 
last named Return must be sent to the Inspector for trans- 
mission to the Clearing House, and must show the time each 
man was on duty during the week, and the number of Trains 
which he had to attend, and give such other information as 
may be deemed useful. When two or more Numbertakers are 
stationed at a Junction^ each must enter the part of the Weekly 
Report which relates to himself, and this mttst be done daily, 
before he leaves duty. 

10. The week must in all cases end on Saturday. When 
a week is divided by two months, two Returns must be sent 
— one for the portion of the week in which the month ends, 
and the other for the remaining portion. 

11. The Stock of each Company must be entered on Ji 
separate sheet, in the order of the days of the week; and the* 
Numbers of the Stock must be entered each day in consecu- 
tive order, beginning with the lowest number. The Stock 
arriving or departing for each Station must be entered eacli 
day by itself, so that the entries to or from the several Stations 
may not be intermingled. 

12. In the Damaged Stock Return he must note every 
Carriage, Waggon, or Sheet which he observes to be damaged, 
giving the Number of the Vehicle or Sheet, the Name of the 
Company to which it belongs, the place whence it came, and, 
if possible, where, how, and by what Company damaged. It 
is an essential part of the duty of the Numbertaker to make 
as minute an examination as possible of the condition in which 
Stock (including Sheets whether in use or folded) passes him. 

13. He must in his Carriage Return distinguish the Class 
of the Carriage and the other Vehicles.

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14. In his Waggon Return he must eniet sepai-ately 
brdmary Waggons, Box Waggons, Mineral Waggons, Cattle 
Waggons, and Double Sheep Vans. 

16. Each description of Mineral Waggons, whether Coal, 
Cok^ Lime, Limestone, Iron Ore, &c., must be carefully 
distinguished in the Returns. 

16. In his Returns he must distinguish the Vehicles sent 
loaded from those running empty, and sheets sent back folded 
from those actually in use. 

17. He must enter the Empty Waggons in accordance 
with the Tickets which are upon them. 

18. He must write distinctly the Names of the Companies 
to whom the Vehicles and Sheets belong, the Names of the 
Stations from which they have come, or to . which they are 
going, and the route by which they have arrived, as well as that 
by which they depart ^ and the Owner of the Engine bringing 
them to and taking them from the Junction. 

19. He must distinguish in his Returns all Waggons re- 
labelled, as also the Sheets covering such Waggons, and 
must give the Name of the Company by whom they were re- 
labelled. 

20. Instructions for counting the number of Entries of 
Vehicles and Sheets in the Jtinctk)n Returns. 

J . The number of Vehicles or Sheets entered on each page 
of the Junction Return must be counted and entered at 
the foot of the Return, so as to show a total of the Stock 
of each Company passing the Junction in the course of 
the week. Great care must be taken to keep the- tbtak 
Df the Rolling Stock of each Cbmpany quite separate. • 
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; ; r 2,: The totfll of the fii'st page of ^ Company's Return must be 
carried forward to the second^ and the second to the third, 
and so on — a total for the whole week being shown on the 
last pages. 

3. One Vehicle, whether loaded or empty, must be counted as 

an entry ; so must one Sheet, whether in use or folded. 
For example— if the distinguishing numbers of 10 
Waggons be entered on one line, they must be set 
down as 10 entries. 

4. A summary of the total of the Stock of each Company 

passing each Junction must be prepared weekly on the 
form provided for the purpose, and sent up with the 
Returns from the Junction. There must, of course, be a 
separate summary for Waggons, Carriages, and Sheets, 
and the Companies must be entered alphabetically. 

o. When Companies require extracts from the Books, or 
Returns of any kind, the number of Vehicles or Sheets 
in such Extracts or Returns must be counted, and a 
return of them made to the Clearing House monthly 
on the Form which will be supplied for the purpose. 

21. The Returns must be despatched firom each Junction, 
so as to reach the Clearing House not later than the morning 
of the fifth day after the end of the week. 

22. The Numbertakers must maintain the utmost civility 
in their intercourse with the Officers and Servants of the 
Railway Companies ; but they are forbidden to do any work 
for Companies, or to permit them to have access to their 
books on any pretext, without the permission of the Secretary. 
They are, however, to reply promptly to all inquiries made by 
-Companies, and, if demanded, to give them extracts from their 
books-r— such extracts being confined to the following cases : — 

h3 
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1st, when the Vehicles or Sheets inquired about belong to the 
Company making the inquiry ; 2nd, when the Vehicles or 
Sheets have passed over the Line of such Company ; and 
3rdly, when such Company has, in virtue of a TraflSc Agree- 
ment, an interest in the load of the Vehicles, &c., inquired 
about. Should the Numbertakers have any doubt as to what 
Vehicles the 3rd instance specified is applicable, they are to 
apply to the Secretary. 

23. Card Way Bills giving the Numbers and Owners of 
the Sheets are attached to both sides of aU Waggons con- 
taining Folded Sheets. The Numbertakers must therefore 
examine all such Waggons, and report to the Secretary daily 
every case in which they do not find Card Way Bills on them, 
and it is an essential part of their duty to examine every Train 
carefully, to ascertain if there be folded Sheets in any of the 
Waggons. 

24. They nmst reply promptly to all inquiries which they 
may receive from the Clearing House. 

25. If anything occur which prevents them from doing 
their duty properly, they are to report it to the Secretary. 

26. Any changes in the working of Trains must be imme- 
diately communicated to the Inspector of the District. 

27. Numbertakers are strictly forbidden to interfere with 
the points at their Junctions, even if asked by the servants of 
the Companies to work them. Any breach of this rule will 
be followed by dismissal. 



Instmctlons for maklngr Iteturas of 
Found I^nvgri^et *;e* 

1 . On the 1st day of January, 1864, and on the same day of 
every following year, a new series of numbers beginnilig with 
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No. 1, must be commenced, for the articles of "Found 
I^^ggage," entered in the Station Returns sent to the Railway 
Clearing House ; and, for the purpose of check, the last 
number of the present year must be entered in the first 
Return of the ensuing year. 

2. The Station Returns should contain as ftill and explicit 
a description of the articles found as possible ; and every article 
of Luggage found should be entered, whether it be claimed 
or sent away the same day or not. 

N.B. — 1. Paper Parcels should be distinguished as 
White, Brown, or Newspaper, as the case 
may be. 

2. Umbrellas, Parasols, Rugs — ^gire the colour 

and material. 

3. Books — give the titles. 

4. Hats — give the maker's name. 

6. Boxes — give the colour and any pecuHarity 
they may present. 

6. Portmanteaux — say if they are made of brown 

or black leather. 

7. Baskets, Parcels, Bundles — ^the contents, if 

known, should be described. 

3. The Station Returns should be sent daily to the Railway 
(Jleaiing House, in time to reach that Office as early as 
possible in the following day. 

4. Every article is to be numbered, and every number is to 
appear in regular succession upon the Return, at the foot of 
which a list of those back numbers which have been claimed 
during the day must be entered. It is very important to 
comply with this instruction.

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HIGHLY COMBUSTIBLE, CORROSIVE, AND 
INFLAMMABLE ARTICLES. 



The following Begnlations for the Carriage of these Articles were adopted at a 
Meeting of Goods Managers, on the 18th September, 1866 : — 

1. That Bailway Companies should in f atnze profess to carry Lucifer M atebes, under 
certain conditions hereinafter specified, at owner'a risJs, 

2. That all senders of Lucifer Hatches should be required to mark each package with ther 
words " Lucifer Matches," in letters of not less than one inch in length. 

8. That a consignment note be furnished with each lot, specifying distinctly that the con- 
tents of the packages are Lucifer Matches. 

4. That sndi packages should be loaded in a covered Van. The Van must be labelled as 
containing Lucifer Matches, and be placed at the end of the Train, next to the Guard's or 
Breaksman's Van, and no articles shall be loaded in the same Yan which can be damaged by 
fire. 

5. That in order to induce senders of Lucifer Matches to forward them in full Waggon- 
loads, the rate for quantities of One Ton and upwards be Third Class, and for quantities under 
One Ton as for One Ton at Third Class rate. 

6. That in the event of senders of Lucifer Matches neglecting to declare the contents of 
the packages, the fnll penalties provided by Act of Parliament be in every case enforced ; and 
that the Gk>ods Manager of the Company prosecuting, transmit a Ilex)ort to the Secretary of 
every case in which he is interested. 

7. That the same regulations as are adopted above for Lucifer Matches, be applied to the 
onveyance of Safety Fuzees and Fog Signals. 

8. That Gunpowder being of the most dangerous character, be not carried generally, but 
only by arrangement in each and every case, and then in Safety Vans only, at not less than 
Fifth Class rates. 

With reference to Minute 1707 of the Goods Managers, and the notice given by Mr. Clarke, 
the Meeting were of opinion that Gunpowder ought not to be carried on Railways except 
in Gunpowder Vans or in metallic cases, and that, as it was carried under very various 
circumstances by different Companies, it 'would be unadvisable to make any general 
regulation on the suqfect, but that this article should always be carried under special 
arrangements, — {General Managers^ Minute, No. 385, 1 Wi December, 1860.) 

9. That Oil of Yitriol or Sulphuric Add, Muriatic Add, and Bleaching Liquids, be carried, 
subject to the following conditions : — 

That they be forwarded in quantities of not less than Two Tons, and at owner's risk. 

That the following be the rates of charge : —

All articles are to be charged as " Smalls " unless the actual weight at the rate per ton, as 
per Classification, amounts to more than the charge for a Small of above 56 lbs.; but when the 
actofll weight at the Class Bate amounts to more than the charge for a Small, the Class Bate 
is to be charged. 

When Goods, which^ if sent alone, would be charged at the Class Bate, and not as " a 
Small," are sent along with other small parcels of different classes, from one Consignor to one 
Consignee, the heavy packages shall still be charged at the Class Bate, the smaller packages 
being weighed together, and charged at the rate for the highest class to which any of them 
belongs, provided such charge be not less than for the highest class Small ; but if the charge 
for title entire weight of the consigimient, at the rate for the highest class to which any of the 
artides belong, would amount to less than if dealt with as above provided for, the whole may 
be weighed together, and so charged. — (Goods Man, Min, 1436, 9th Dec. 1858.J 

Terminal Companies are allowed one cwt. for each Small under that weight. The actual 
wdght of the package is to be inserted in a column short of the weight column ; and the 
number of SmaUs in the Invoice is to be added to the total weight as so many cwt, — (Goods 
Main, Min., 23rd ApHl, 1857.J 

When two or more Packages, each under one cwt., and of different classes, are sent by one 
comagnor to one consi^ee, their wdghts are added together, and the rate charged is that w^^ch, 
aocoiSing to the Classification, would be charged if all the articles belonged to the highest class 
in which any of them is placai ; but whatever the aggregate weight of the consignments may 
be, no less change is to be made than that which is made for the maximum weight of Smalls. 
If the Parcels be from different consignors, they are charged for separately. Parcels so charged 
shaU not be entered at the foot of Invoices as SmaUs, but the total weight only is to be entered 
in tbe weight column of the Invoice ; and Parcels under one cwt. shall be entered in the Invoice 
in terms ot ttie preceding paragraph. — (Goods Man, Min, 28<A Jan., 1858.J

5. The charge for loading is not to include the cost of haulage to the crane, when the 
Timber has been previously deposited at a distance therefrom.— fG^oocfo Man, Min^ 22rd 
Julyyl857.)

Under the Carriers' Act, Bailway Companies and other Carriers are exempted from all- 
liability for loss of or damage to the articles mentioned below, when sent in packages above 
£10 in value, unless such goods are specially insured. It is essentially necessary that Agents 
should be earful in no case to admit liability. 

ARTICLES IN THE CABBIEBS' ACT. ;

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CIiEARIIVO ACT, 



An Act for regulating legal Proceedings by or against the Committee 
of Eailway Companies associated under the Eailway Clearing 
System^ and for other purposes. 13 & 14 Vic, cap. xxxiii. 
25th June, 1860. 

WHEREAS for some time past Arrangements have subsisted 
between several Railway Companies for the Transmission without 
Interruption of the Through Traffic in Passengers, Animals, Minerals, 
and Goods passing over dilfferent Lines of Railway, for the purpose 
of affording, in respect to such Passengers, Animals, Minerals, and 
Goods, the same or the like facilities as if such Lines had belonged 
to one Company, which Arrangements are commonly known as and in 
this Act are designated as ** The Clearing System," and which Arrange- 
ments are conducted under the superintendence of a Committee 
appointed by the Boards of Directors of such several Railway Com- 
panies, which Committee is in this Act designated *'The Committee," 
and the business of such Conmiittee has therefore been and is now 
carried on at a Building appropriated for the purpose in Seymour 
Street, adjoining the Eicston Station of the "London and North 
Western Railway Company : And whereas the Clearing System has 
been productive of great Convenience to the Public, and of a 
considerable Saving of Expense in the transmission of Passengers, 
Animals, Minerals, and Goods over the Lines of the several Railway 
Companies parties to such Association; but considerable difficulty 
has been experienced in carrying into effect the Objects of the 
Association, in consequence of the Committee not possessing the 
Power of prosecuting or defending Actions or Suits, or taking other 
legal Proceedings: And whereas George Carr Glyn, Esquire, is the 
present Chairman, and Kenneth Morison is the present Secretary to 
the Committee : And whereas the purposes aforesaid cannot be effected 
without the Authority of Parhament : May it therefore please your 
Majesty that it may be enacted, and be it enacted by the Queen's 

M 3 
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Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the Authority of the same. That the several 
Companies which at the Time of the passing of this Act are Parties 
to the Clearing System, and every other Company which shall in 
manner hereinafter mentioned become Party to the same, phall be 
subject to the Provisions of this Act. 

II. And be it enacted, That if any Compauy which may not be a 
Party to the Clearing System shall, by writing, sealed with the Com- 
mon seal of such Company, request the Committee to admit such 
Company to be a Party to the Clearing System, and the Committee 
shall assent to such Request, such Company shall from the Time of 
such assent being given, or at emsh other time as may be specified in 
the said Request, become a Party to the Clearing System. 

s in. And be it enacted, That if any Company shall, by writing, 
sealed with the Common Seal of such Company, give Notice to the 
Committee of the Desire of such Company to cease to be a party to 
the Clearing System, such Company shall, at the expiration of One 
Calendar Month from the tima when such Notice shall be given, or if 
a more distant Time shall be stated in such Notice, than at the Time 
so stated, cease to be a Party to the Clearing System. 

IV. And be it enacted. That if not less than Two-Thirds of the 
Committee present at a Meeting specially summoned shall, by 
Writing signed by their Secretary, or by Two Members of the Com- 
mittee, give Notice to any Company that such Company shall cease 
to be a Party to the Clearing System at a Time named in such Notice, 
not being less than One Calendar Month from the Time of giving 
such Notice, such Company shall, at the time so named cease to be a 
P^y to the Clearing System. 

V. And be it enacted, that each Company Party to the Clearing 
System shall at all Times be entitled to be represented on the 
Committee by One Delegate appointed by the Board of Dii^ectors 
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of such Company from Time to Time, such appointment to be 
certified in Writing by the Secretary or any Two Directors of such 
Company: Provided always, that, notwithstanding any Company 
may happen to be unrepresented by a Delegate at ^ny Meeting, the 
Acts of the Committee shall be valid. 

VI. And be it enacted, That the Committee shall meet at One 
of the Clock in the afternoon of the Second Wednesday in the 
Months of March y June, September , and December, in every Year, 
or so soon thereafter as a Quorum shall be assembled, and at any 
other Times whereof the Secretary shall at the written request of 
the Chairman for the Time being, or any Two Members of the 
Committee, give at least Ten Days' Notice in writing to every 
Company party to the Clearing System, or the Secretary of every 
such Company ; and every such Meeting may be adjourned from 
Time to Time, and from Place to Place, as the Committee shall 
think proper ; and Jleetings and adjourned Meetings of the Com- 
mittee shall be held at the said Building in Seymour Street except 
when the Committee shall have appointed some other Place, and 
then at such other Place ; and in order to constitute a Meeting of 
the Committee there shall be present at least Ten Members ; and, 
except where otherwise provided, all questions at every Meeting 
shall be determined by the Majority of Votes of the Committee 
present, and in case of an equal Division of Votes the Chairman of 
the Meeting shall have a casting Vote, in addition to his Vote as 
One of the Committee ; and Notice of the business to be brought 
before any Meeting shall at least Six Days before the day of such 
Meeting, be given to every Company Party to the Clearing System, 
or the Secretary of every such Company. 

VII. And be it enacted, That until the First Meeting of the 
Committee, which shall be held after the passing of this Act, the 
said George Carr Olyn, or other, the Chairman of the Committee 
for the time being, shall continue in Office ; and at the First 
Meeting of the Committee which shall be held after the passing of 
this Act, and in the month of March in each succeeding Year, the 
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Committee present at the Meeting shall, if they think fit, either 
continue in Office the Chairman for the time being, or choose 
another Chairman ; and a General Meeting of the Committee 
specially summoned shall have Power to remove any Chairman ; 
and if any Chairman shall die, or resign, or be removed, the Com- 
mittee shall have power, as soon as may be, to choose some other 
Person to fill the Vacancy thereby occasioned ; but every Chairman 
elected to supply a Vacancy other than at a General Meeting 
in the Month of March in any Year shall continue in Office so 
long only as the Person in whose place he shall be so elected would

That the said Kenneth Moiison shall 
be the Secretary to the Committee until he die, or resign, or be 
removed ; and that the Committee shall have the power to remove 
him and all future Secretaries ; and that in the event of the Resig- 
nation, or Death, or .such Removal as aforesaid of any Secretary, 
the Committee shall appoint a Secretary to the Coromittee. 

X. And be it enacted. That the Committee may fi:om Time to 
Time appoint a Treasurer, and remove such Treasurer from his 
Appointment, and prescribe and alter the Duties of the Office of 
Treasurer, and take from the Treasurer such security as they shall 
think fit, which Security may be taken in the Name or Names of 
such Person or Persons as the Committee approve of. 

XI. And be it enacted. That any Money which shall be received 
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by Ihe Committee shall be held by the Committee as Trustees for 
the Company or Companies to whom the Committee shall decide 
such Money to be payable ; but no Member of the said Committee 
shall be answerable for any such Money as may be lost or withheld 
by reason of the Misconduct, Default, or Insolvency of the Trea- 
surer, or of any Banker or Agent in whose hands the same may be, 
or by reason of any cause other than the personal Misconduct of 
such Member. 

Xn. And be it enacted, That the Accounts of the Clearing 
System and the Balances due to and from the several Companies 
Parties thereto, shall be settled and adjusted by the Secretary of 
the Committee for the time being, which Secretary shall also settle 
and detemiine the Amount to be from Time to Time contributed 
to the Funds of the Clearing System by the Companies parties 
thereto ; and in case of any difference respecting such Accounts, 
the Decision of the Committee, to the effect that any Balance or 
Sum is payable by any Company then or theretofore Party to the 
Clearing System, shall be final and conclusive, and such Sum or 
Balance shall be a debt due to the said Committee. 

XIII. And be it enacted. That the Committee shall, out of the 
Funds of the Clearing System, pay all the Expenses of the Clearing 
System, and all Costs, Charges, Damages, and Expenses which the 
Members of the Committee, or any or either of them, shall as such 
Members or Member, or which the Secretary as nominal Plaintiff 
or Defendant, or other party, on behalf of the Committee, bear, 
sustain, or be put to, and that the Members of the Committee and 
Secretary shall be completely indemnified and saved harmless out 
of the funds of the Clearing System, and by the Companies parties 
to the Clearing System, of, from, and against all Action and Actions, 
Suit and Suits, Proceeding and Proceedings, of any Sort, Cost, 
Charges, Damages, and Expenses to which they or any or either of 
them may in any way be subjected, as Members or Member of the 
Committee, by reason of anything which they or he may bond fide 
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do or omit to do, whether such Deeds or Omission be within their 
Powers or not. 

XIV. And be it enacted, That the Committee may, by Action 
of Debt in the Name of their Secretary, recover from any Company 
any Balance or Sum which such Committee shall decide to be 
payable by such Company, whether to any other Company or on 
account of the Clearing System, and whether such Company be still 
at the time of such decision, or has then ceased to be a Party to the 
Clearing System, and whether such Sum or Balance shall or shall 
not have been previously ascertained by the Secretary to be payable. 

XV. And be it enacted. That the Declaration for the Kecovery 
of such Sum or Balance may be in the Form or to the Effect of the 
Form given in the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, and that the 
Directions contained in the said Schedule for the use of the same 
shall be taken as part of this Act. 

XVI. And be it enacted. That if the Defendants in such Action 
shall plead that they never were indebted, then, on Proof that the 
Committee decided the Sum in question to be payable by the Defen- 
dants, and that the Defendants were either at the Time of such 
Decision, or at some previous Time a Party to the Clearing System, 
and in the latter Case upon ftirther proof that such sum was decided 
to be payable in respect of some Transactions, Matters, or Expenses 
which happened or were sustained whilst the Defendants were 
parties to the Clearing System, the Plaintiff shall be entitled to a 
Verdict on that Plea. 

XVII. And be it enacted, That the Defendants in such Action 
may plead any Matter showing that they have since the time of the 
Decision, discharged the Sum or Balance so decided to be payable, 
and shall not Plead any Plea with a Plea denying the Plaintiff to bo 
Secretary. 

XVin. And be it enacted, That the Committee shall cause 
Notes, Minutes, or Copies as the case may require, of all Appoint- 
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ments made or Contracts entered into by them, and of the Orders 
and Proceedings of all their Meetings, to be duly entered in Books 
to be kept by them for that purpose ; and every such entry shall 
be signed by the Chairman of the Meeting at which such 
Appointments, Contracts, Orders, or Proceedings respectively took 
pkce, who shall add the word *' Chairman" to his Signature, and 
which Entries may be made and signed either at or after the 
Meetings to which they respectively relate ; and every Entry pur- 
porting to be so signed, shall be received as evidence in all Courts, 
and' before all Judges, Justices, and others, without Proof of such 
respective Meetings having been duly convened or held, or for the 
Persons making or entering such Orders or Proceedings being 
Members of the Committee, or of the Signature of such Chairman, 
or of the feet of his haying been Chairman, all of which last men- 
tioned Matters shall be presumed, till the contrary be proved. 

XIX. And be it enacted. That on the Trial of any such Action, 
after it is proved to the satisfaction of the Court or Judge trying the 
cause that such Company is or had once been such a Party, the 
Books kept by the Committee shall be jyrimd facie Evidence of the 
Truth of the Matter therein stated and contained ; and the Secretary, 
although the nominal Plaintiff, and the Members of the Committee, 
shall be competent Witnesses, either for the Plaintiff or for the 
Defendants. 

XX. And be it enacted, That the Committee may in all cases 
sue and be sued in the Name of the Secretary to the Committee ; 
and that in all Proceedings at Law and Equity, and in Bankruptcy, 
or of any other Sort, whether civil or criminal, the Name of the 
Secretary may be used instead of the Names of the Members of the 
Committee ; and Proofs, in cases of Bankruptcy, Insolvency, or in 
Winding up affairs, may be made by the Secretary for the Committee. 

XXI. And be it enacted, That in any Indictment or Information 
for any Felony or Misdemeanour, wherein it shall be necessary to 
state the Ownership of any Property whatsoever, whether Beal or 
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Personal, and the same shall either belong to the Committee or be in 
their Custody, or in the custody or possession of any Officer, Clerk, 
or Servant of the Committee, or of any Person employed for the 
Purpose, or in the capacity of Clerk or Servant by the Committee, 
or in or on any Building or Land used for the Purposes of the 
Clearing System, or shall be used or intended to be used for tte 
purposes of the Clearing System, it shall be sufficient to state such 
Property to belong to the Secretary of the Committee. 

XXII. And be it enacted. That in any Indictment for Embez- 
zlement, wherein it shall be necessary to state the party charged 
with the Embezzlement to have been the Clerk or Servant of some 
Master or Masters, or to have been employed for the purpose, or in 
the capacity of Clerk or Servant by some Master or Masters, and such 
Masters shall have been the Committee, it shall be sufficient in such 
Indictment to name the Secretary of the Committee in every place 
in such Indictment where the names of the Members of the Conmiittee 
would but for this Enactment be required to be inserted. 

XXIII. And be it enacted. That every Notice or Requisition on 
the Business of the Clearing System, or given pursuant to this Act, 
shall be sufficient if it be in writing signed by the Secretary of the 
Committee, or Secretary or other Officer of the Company giving the 
same, and if it be sent by the General Post addressed to the Secretary 
of the Company for whom the same is intended, in case such Notice 
or Requisition be intended for any Company, or to the Secretary at 
the principal Office of the Clearing System, in case such Notice or 
Requisition be intended for the Committee ; and Proof of such Notice 
or Requisition being deposited in any public Letter Box or Receiving 
House for Letters, intended to be forwarded by the General Post,

• shall be sufficient if sent in manner aforesaid, addressed to him at 
the principal Office of the Company whom he represents. 

XXIV. And be it enacted, That in all Pleadings or Proceedings, 
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civil or criminal, when it shall be required to mention all the Com- 
panies Parties to the Clearing System, or the'Committee, it shall 
be sufl&cient to mention the Companies by the Description of " The 
Companies Parties to the Clearing System mentioned in the Railway 
Clearing Act, 1850," and to describe the Committee by the Descrip- 
tien of ** The Clearing Committee mentioned in the Railway Clearing 
Act, 1850,** without stating the Najnes of the Individual Companies 
and Members. 

XXV. And be it enacted, That in all cases where the Names of 
the Secretary to the Committee shall be used under the Authority 
of this Act, it shall be sufficient to name and describe him, and to 
state the Authority for using his Name, as in the form of Declara- 
tion in Schedule (A). 

XXVI. And be it enacted, That upon the Death or Removal of 
any Secretary, no Action or Suit or other Proceeding pending in 
his Name as Plaintiff or Defendant, or otherwise, cither on behalf of 
or against the Committee, shall abate or be stayed, but as soon 
as another Secretary shall be appointed, the name of such new 
Secretary shall be thereiuafter used ; and in an Action of Law such 
Name shall, whether it be before or after Judgment, be introduced 
hy Suggestion, to whjph no Plea or Demurrer shall be allowed ; 
and the Omission to make such Suggestion, and an erroneous 
Suggestion, shall be mere irregularities, and shall, on the Application 
of the Committee, or of the Party opposed to the Committee, be 
rectified, but shall not otherwise be taken advantage of. 

XXVn. And be it enacted. That all the Costs, Charges, and 
Expenses of obtaining and passing this Act or incident thereto 
shall be paid by the said Committee out of the first Moneys which 
shall come to their hands after the passing of this Act. 

XXVni. And be it enacted, That this Act may be called ** The 
Railway Clearing Act, 1850," and shall be deemed to be a Public 
Act, and as such shall be judicially noticed.

Incorporated by Special Act of Parliament^ 23 Vic,^ cap. 29. 
Royal Assent, 15th May, 1860. 



1. The principal objects of the Clearing House are, the Audit and Settle- Objects of the 

Clearing House 
ment of the Accounts of Traffic Receipts,— especially of those for Through 

Traffic, in which two or more Companies or Parties are interested; 

also of the Accounts arising out of the use of Carrying Stock belonging to 

other Companies or Parties,— and to afford facilities for the working of 

Through Traffic generally. 

2. An application to be admitted a party to the Association from a Admission of 
Company or Corporation, must be signed by its Secretary, and sealed with 

its Conmaon Seal ; and from a Partnership or Person, must be under the 
hand of such Partnership or Person. In order to be entitled to be repre- 
sented upon the Committee of the Clearing House by a Delegate, it is 
necessary that the Party Applicant shall specify such desire in the request 
for admission, and state the mode in which the Delegate is to be from time 
to time appointed and remoyed. 

8. Any Party to the Clearing House may withdraw therefrom upon withdrawal, 
giving three months' previous notice, provided all sunis due by such Party 
to the Committee shall have been paid and discharged. 

4. The Committee of the Clearing House may give notice to any of the Expulsion. 
Parties to the House that they or he shall cease to be so at the time named 
in such notice, — provided that this course shall have been agreed to by not 
less than two-thirds of the Members of the Committee present at a meeting 
specially summoned for the purpose. 
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Cominittee. 5. The Establishment is under the control of a Committee oompoeed of 

Delegates appointed by the Parties to the Clearing House, thus — the 
Delegate appouited by a Company or Corporation (mider Seal) must be a 
Director of the Company or Member of the Corporation ; each Partnership 
may appoint one of its members, and each Person may appoint himself or 
another as a Delegate.

The minutes of 
the Accounts Committee are submitted to the Monthly Meeting of Delegates 
for approval.

8. Meetings of the Traffic Managers of the respective Railway Companies 
are held monthly. The appointment of a Manager to attend these meetings 
is notified by the Secretary of the Company he is to represent, to the 
Secretary of the Clearing House. Five Members form a quorum. The 
attendance of the Managers of Steam Packet Companies is invited whenever 
questions in which those Companies are concerned are to be considered. The 
Minutes of the Meetings of Managers are circulated among the several 
Companies for approval previously to being submitted to the Clearing House 
Committee ; and after the Minutes have been approved by the Committee, a 
resolution is passed specifying the time at which they are to be brought into 
force.

considered as a mile ;— likewise when the fraction of a ton is under half a ton, 

it is not noticed ; when it amounts to half a ton and upwards, it is reckoned 
as a ton. 

13. After the Traffic Accounts forwarded by the Agents of the respective statement of 

Balances, &c, 

Parties to the Clearing House have been examined and the Settlements ftunished by 

Clearing House, 
prepared, a Statement of the Balances due to or by the Clearing House 

arising out of same is sent to each Party weekly or monthly as the case may 

be. This Statement embraces the whole of the transactions with other 

Companies, &c., for every description of Traffic, during the previous week or 

month. Detailed accounts of the same are likewise furnished. The Mileage 

and Demurrage of Carrying Stock Accounts are rendered monthly. 

14. The payment and Transfer of the Balances are under the control of Payment of

1. This Committee is instituted to determine, through disinterested parties, 
in the event of disagreement among those concerned, the Company or 
Companies that should sustain the liability of claims for compensation arising 
out of the carriage of Traffic, whether through or local,~and in respect to 
Carrying Stock damaged by, or while in possession of a Foreign Company. 

2. The Manager of each of the Companies that are parties to the Clearing 
House is to be ex-officio a member of the Conunittee, and may attend its 
meetings. Five of the Managers, each of whom must be unconcerned in the 
question at issue, will be summoned for each meeting ; and three will form a 
quorum. The five members summoned for a meeting will be selected in turn, 
unless disqualified, from the general list of Managers according to alphabetical 
order, and these members only will be competent to take part in the hearing 
and decision of the cases submitted. Failing the attendance of a quorum, 
any Manager, provided he is not an interested party in the case to be con- 
sidered, may serve upon the Conunittee in place of the member originally 
summoned. The Chairman of each meeting will be selected by the members 
from among themselves ; and, in addition to his own vote, he shall be entitled, 
in the event of an equality of votes, to give the casting vote. 

3. The Meetings of the Committee are to be held on the same day, and at 
the same place as the Greneral Meeting of Managers, but at a diffei^ent hour. 
When this arrangement is impracticable, the day previous or subsequent is 
to be selected. The meetings may be adjourned from day to day, at the 
discretion of the Committee. The Secretary is emjwwered to convene a 
Special Meeting upon the requisition of the parties concerned in any par- 
ticular case. 

4. Each Company concerned must have agreed, in writing or in form, to 
submit the question in dispute to the arbitration of the Conmiittee; and 
without this submission the consideration of the case will not bo entered 
upon. A short abstract of the case upon the form suppUed by tlie Clearing 
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House should be sent to the Secretary at least a week before the meeting 
of the Committee, together with all papers bearing upon the question 
at issue. 

6. The Committee will have the power of requiring the attendance of Powers, 
witnesses, and the production of books, documents, and original correspon- 
dence. The cases will be ordinarily considered in the order of the date at 
which they have been furnished to the Clearing House. 

6. In the case of Damaged Stock, the Committee will require a detailed Damaged stock, 
accoimt of the damages, or of the cost of repairing them, certified by the 
Engineer or the Head of the Carriage or Waggon Department, together with 

the age of the Stock, the repairs that it has imdergone, its general con- 
dition, &c., and may call in the aid of professional assistance while adjudi- 
cating upon the matter. 

7. The Decisions of the Committee are to be final and binding; and it is Decisions, 
not to be necessary tor the reasons of the decisions to be communicated or 
recorded, except at the discretion of the Connnittee—as when a general 
principle establishing a precedent that may be useful is involyed, a record of 

the reasons for the decisions may be desirable. The parties concerned are to 
withdraw while the members of the Committee are ia consultation ; and it is 
competent for the Committee to give a decision even if all the Companies 
interested have not been represented p^onally during the enquiry, or upon 
documentary evidence alone, if the Committee are satisfied to do so. 

8. The Minutes of the Claims Arbitration Committee will be read at the Hinates. 
meetings of Managers and of the Clearing House Committee, after which the 
Clearing House may prepare special settlements in conformity therewith, settlement. 
making reference therein to the decision of the Committee, and bringing the 

results into the General Balances Accoimt.
